H e wishes it understood, how­ 
ever, that im m ediately after the m orning 
business on Monday he would ask the 
Senate to proceed w ith the interstate com­ 
m erce b i l l , and would oil W ednesday a s k 
the Senate to rem ain in session until -the 
bill was disposed of.

Senator W illiam s called upon Commis­ 
sioner of Internal Revenue M iller this 
m orning in relation to the case of the 
Fresno V ineyard Company, of California. 
F ire destroyed the property of the com­ 
pany, including 1,200 gallons of grape 
brandy gauged, but which had not entered 
into consum ption.

W a s h i n g t o n , January 7tii.—I n the secret 
session of the Senate to-day the Mexican 
reciprocity treaty, w hich lias lo D g been 
waiting action by the House, was brought 
u p on a proposition from the Committee on 
Foreign Relations to extend the tim e w ithin 
w hich the required action m ight be taken. 
T he proposition, which was in the nature 
of a protocol, extends the tim e in which 
Congressional action m ust be taken to Slav, 
1888, was brought to a vote and carried. 
T his is the second extension of tim e in 
connection w ith this treaty. 


GENERAL NOTES. 
A statutory survey has been ordered on 
the U nited States steam er H artford, at San 
Francisco. The Board of Survey will con­ 
sist of Captain Byron W ilson, Assistant 
N aval Constructor Fessier and the Master 
W orkm an of the M are Island yard. 
The death of Senator Logan m akes a re­ 
arrangem ent of committees necessary. Sen­ 
ator Hawley, the new Chairm an of the 
Com mittee on Civil Service and R etrench­ 
m ent,w ill succeed General Sewall as Chair­ 
m an of the Library Committee, and Senator 
Stanford will become General Haw ley's 
successor as Chairm an of theCom m ittee on 
Civil Service aud Retrenchm ent. 
Committees and delegations representing 
railroad interests are arriving daily to op­ 
pose the interstate commerce bill. This 
m orning a delegation from Boston appeared 
at the Capitol to join the other opponents 
of the bill in working against it. 


T H E H O LD -O V ER QU ESTIO N. 


W a s h i n g t o n , January 7th —Senator Ed­ 
m unds, in referring to-day to the political 
situation in California, and the question ot 
the right of the hold-over Senators to re­ 
tain their seats, said : “ M y opinion I do 
not esteem of particular value, inasmuch 
as any m an who can intelligently read the 
Constitution of California conid not hold a 
different view.” 
N otw ithstanding Senator 
E dm unds' confidence in the accuracy of his 
interpretation of the State Constitution, the 
general impression here is th at the Legisla­ 
ture last elected will choose (he next Sena­ 
tor, and that if any contest of title to the 
seat is m ade it m ust be betore the United 
States Senate. 
The idea is gaining ground 
from mail advices received from California 
th at Hearst cannot be elected Senator. It 
is conceded, though, that if he should be 
beaten he will nam e the lucky m an. 


G erm a n y in 1881». 
G erm any in M arch prolonged the anti- 
Soeialist la w : continued the aggressive 
policy against the Poles in Tosen, expelling 
the m ejor portion of them aud forcing the 
surrender of their land holdings. 
The 
G overnm ent's oppos'aion to the Socialists 
continued and was pTosecuted w ith vigor. 
In the involvem ent of the Eastern question 


Germany m aintained on the whole a non­ 
comm ittal attitude, bat it was, nevertheless. 
conducive of peace, her very inexpressive­ 
ness serving to hold aggression by other 
powers in check. Late in the year, alarmed 
at the m ilitary activity in France, the 
Crown sought from the Reichstag support 
for strengthening the m ilitary arm. 
A dis­ 
position to refuse being manifest, Bismarck 
acted in accordance with his own desire, 
notified the reserves and began m ilitary \ 
preparations for a possible breach with 
France. 
It is significant that the Minister 
of W ar was perm itted to express his belief 
that peace cannot be m aintained, but later 
the Emperor plainly signified his determ i­ 
nation to m aintain peace for the few re­ 
m aining years of his eventful life.. 
The 
German policy, therefore, with the close of 
1886, was looking toward peace. To that 
end the belief obtains that Austria was 
given to understand that war was by no 
■Beans necessary and would not have Ger­ 
m an countenance, and the Czar advised to 
withhold him self from further present ef­ 
forts to advance his power in the Balkan 
states—advice rather ungraciously received, 
and that it is by no means certain he will 
take.

HOME AFFAIRS. 


GEORGE’S NINE-COLUMN ATTACK 


ON THE CA1H0LIC CHURCH. 


T h e L a rg e V a riety an il F in e Q u ality Fount) 
in C aliforn ia. 
The buiiding-stone industries of Cali­ 
fornia are immense, both in quantity and 
quality. The granite quarries of Penryn, 
Pino and Rocklin, in Placer county, and 
Folsom, in Sacram ento county, are worked 
extensively and with system. 
All the 
granite used in Sacramento and San F ran­ 
cisco comes from 'these quarries. The first 
story of the State Capitol and the magnifi­ 
cent granite work 01 the IVnee that incloses 
the State Capitol grounds came from the 
quarry at Folsom. The State, some years 
ago, purchased 
that quarry, located tt 
branch prison there, and the convicts toil 
in the quurries under the State’s charge. 


VARIOUS OTHER K IN D S OF STONE. 
A round the northern end of the Bay of 
San Francisco—at Napa, Petalum a, Bridge­ 
port and other places—are im m ense beds 
of basalt, of several different qualities, 
available for the construction of buildings 
in the future, but at present only used as 
paving stones on the streets of San Fran­ 
cisco and neighboring cities. 
Rhyolite is 
found near M okelumne Hill, in Calaveriis 
county, of several different colors. It is 
used, so far, only in the im m ediate neigh­ 
borhood. none of it having been shipped. 
Lake and I’inmas counties each has many 
varieties of volcanic rocks, tu t they have 
not been sufficiently investigated to de­ 
term ine their value as material for con­ 
struction. On account of want of means 
of transportation, it will probably be some 
tim e before it is used to any extent except 
locally. 
The sandstones are also well represented, 
both in color and texture, all around the 
bay of San F rancisco. 
At Arm ory Point, 
just east of Benicra, the United States Gov­ 
ernm ent has built a large arsenal of light- 
brown sandstone, quarried on the spot. 
This is all that has been used of it, though 
the color is handsom e and the stone very 
durable. 
Angel Island, in the Bay of San Francis­ 
co, now Government property, has fur­ 
nished a bluish sandstone, which was 
used for the construction of the California 
Bank and other buildings i, San Francis­ 
co. Near Alameda, Livermore, Haywards 
and a num ber of other places in that sec­ 
tion quarrying is carried on in sandstones 
of various shades of light-brown and blue, 
m ostly for the San I'rancisco m arket. 
At 
San Jose, near the southern end of the bay, 
is a quarry of light-brown sandstone of sev­ 
eral degrees of coarseness, unlim ited in ex­ 
tent, and of very even color. It is used in 
the trim m ings of the new City H ail in San 
Francisco, and lor the fourdation and 
trim m ings of the State Normal School 
building at San Jose. 
It is almost pure 
silica, and stands fire so well that it is used 
for lining blast furnaces and for cupolas, 
forges, etc. 
It cuts very easily, when first 
"quarried, into either ornamental, statuary 
or faced stone, and grows very hard on ex- 
p o s u r e J O the weather. 
. 
WEALTH OF MARBLE. 
Marble is found in m any portions of the 
State. 
A drab m arble quarry has been 
worked at Colfax, not with profit, how­ 
ever, the m aterial from which is extensive­ 
ly used for mantels, fireplaces, floor tiles, 
etc. 
A t Suisun a sm all quarry was fourd 
of the so-called “California onyx,” the 
most beautiful of all the marbles. Another 
quarry of this kind of m arble is now be­ 
ing worked in San Luis Obispo county, 
from which counters for stores, mantels, 
hreplaces, statuary, vases, table tops, etc., 
are manufactured. 
The qifarry has not 
been opened long, and, being distant from 
m arket, it is not worked with that profit 
which will come to it ultim ately. In Kern 
county marbles of m any shades are found. 
At Indian Diggings, in El Dorado county, 
a superior white marble, streaked with 
blue, is found in large quarries. 
It is ex­ 
tensively used for gravestones and m onu­ 
ments. 
A t Swansea, in Inyo county, the entire 
foothills are composed of marble. Israel 
Luce a well-known marble worker of Sac­ 
ramento, made a location there about a 
year ago and considers his quarry a valu­ 
able property. The Inyo Independent of 
January 23, Í886, say s: “ Everyone in Inyo 
county is interested in the success of the 
m arble works at Swansea. The marble 
recently shipped to San I'rancisco was sub­ 
ject to all the usual tests to establish its 
character. 
It was proven beyond ail doubt 
to be of the finest grain, and will take a 
beautiful polish. 
All other marble yet 
found in the State has the defect that it will 
not ‘cope’ w ell; that is. it will not split 
square with a mallet and chisel, but will 
have a jagged or beveled edge. The Swan­ 
sea 
m arble 
copes straight and square 
always. The importance of our marble 
works may be judged from the following 
circum stance: 
The leading importers of 
Italian 
marble in San 
I'rancisco are 
Musto it Co. 
Mr. Mus to has written to his 
correspondents in Italy not to ship any 
more marble to San Francisco, as quite as 
good an article can be had from Inyo 
county at much less cost. The marble al­ 
ready taken out at Swansea was found 
close to the surface, and some of it had a 
little weather stain ; more of it had a slight 
vapor stain. 
This defect is certainly only 
local and accidental, and will entirely dis­ 
appear when greater depth is gained. Al­ 
ready there are m any orders for marble, 
but none will be shipped till the quarry is 
opened more extensively, and till every 
trace of s*ain iias disappeared and a pure 
white m arble can be shipped. Mr. Luce is 
very confident that a few weeks' work will 
accomplish this result. 
H e is also certain 
that the m arket for the m arble will be so 
extensive that in a very few years a town 
of at least five hundred inhabitants will 
grow up at the quarry. The supply is so 
extensive as to insure plenty of m arble for 
hundreds of vears to come.” 


W hisk y th e C au se o f th e L a te R a il­ 
road A c cid en t—T rou b le in th e 
In d ia n a L eg isla tu re. 


M o r p h io u a n ia .—In the course of tho 
last few years the disease which the doc­ 
tors call m orphiom ania has ntadc formi­ 
dableheadw ay all over France. In the cap­ 
ital the victims almost rival those of alco­ 
holism. At Bellevue a great hospital has 
been opened for the care and, if possible, 
lor the cure of these patients. 
H ere at 
least all the symptoms of the disease may 
be studied, and curious statistics of its 
course and of the character of its victims 
have been collected. 
The disease in its 
present form is necessarily but of recent 
origin. Morphia itself was only discovered 
in the year 1816. 
The cure of it is very 
rare. 
It is found that both the use and the 
deprivation of the drug lead the victims 
alm ost invariably to suicide, and at Belle­ 
vue there arc cushioned rooms for some of 
the patients, and a constant watch is kept 
on all. One is not surprised to hear that 
the chief sufferers are womca. 
After wo­ 
m en come doctors. One can see the rea­ 
son of this. A few years ago the injection 
of m orphia was almost a surgical opera­ 
tion. 
Doctors would have most opport i- 
nitv aud least fear of the results. 
Now, 
unfortunately, the instrum ents have be tn 
m ade so perfect that the use of them has 
ceased to be either psinful or formidable — 
I'r.U Mall Gazette.

TI1K O H IO DLSASTKR. 


P r o b a b ility th a t W h isk y W as R esp o n sib le 
for th e A ffair. 
C l e v e l a n d , January 7th.—The inquest 
into the cause of the Baltimore aqd Ohio 
Railroad wreck at Republic, O., was begun 
this afternoon at Tilfin. 
A special to the 
Leader gays : The City H all, where the in­ 
quest is being held, was crowded. 
The 
hrst witness examined was L. F\ Fletcher, 
conductor of the freight train. 
H e said : 
“ Ed. Kiler was engineer of the freight, 
and W. J. Callison, fireman. 
W e ran from 
Tiffin to the Seneca siding, about three and 
one-half miles east of here, and side­ 
tracked for the Eastern express. After this 
train passed we had .forty-five m inutes in 
which to malte the Republic siding. We 
left this place with 140 pounds of steam. 
After getting two miles I noticed that the 
train was slacking. I went forward over 
the cars, eighteen in num ber, to the engine 
to see what was wrong. 
1 found that the 
steam had run down to forty pounds. I 
opened the door of the furnace and looked 
at the fire, then looked at m y watch, and 
saw that we had but four m inutes until No. 
6, the west-bound express, was due. I took 
the red and white lam ps and ran ahead to 
llag her. 
I got about 100 yards in the curve 
and signaled to stop. 
As the express ap­ 
proached, I noticed that the engineer had 
reversed his engine. 
In the m eantim e the 
freight had come to a stand, and the en­ 
gineer had shut off the steam and jumped 
off, when the collision occurred. 


TH E EN G IN EE R HAD BEEN D R IN K IN G . 
I saw him take two drinks of whisky at 
Bloomdale, and two at Fosteria. W hen I 
saw we had but four m inutes in which to 
m ake the sidihg at Republic, the engineer 
did not seem to realize the danger ahead. 
I tried to get the passengers out of the 
burning cars. 
One man was jam m ed be­ 
tween the sm oker and ladies’ ■car. 
I tried 
to get him out, but the fiames drove me 
away, and he had to burn. 
I heard no 
shrieks or crits of others in the burning 
cars.” 
W. J. Cullison. fireman on the freight, 
was next called. 
H e said he was a farm 
hand, and had been o il the road but three 
weeks, and never knew anything about the 
business before. He said : "W e had trouble 
to keep up the fire. 
We had 140 pounds of 
steam when we left Seneca siding. The 
train ran four or five miles, when the 
steam was down to 60 pounds. 
We were 
then going about three miles per hour. 
The conductor came in and looked at the 
tire, and said it was all right. 
W hen the 
conductor went ahead to flag and saw the 
express coming he yelled «back for us to 
jump. 
After Die collision occurred I tried 
to get persons out. I saw persons in there 
burning, but I was so excited that I could 
tell but little about it.” 
Thomas Heskett, of W heeling, W . Va., 
conductor of «the express on the night of 
the collision, testified : 
“ The express was 
three m inutes late at Republic. I had 
about sixty passengers, fourteen or fifteen 
in the smoker. 
Of that num ber five 
escaped from the smoker, two by being 
thrown out of the top of the car uninjured, 
and three somewhat injured. I think there 
were not more than ten killed. 
I have in 
my possession cards thrown 
from the 
sm oker bearing the name cf M. A. Parks, 
W ashington, D. C. There was writing on 
the card, which a brother of the dead man 
recognized. 
Of the num ber killed the 
names of seven are known.” 
B. J. Hale, of Rowan, Ind., was the rear 
brakem an on the freight, and when the 
collision occurred he took the lantern and 
went in the rear about a m ile to tlag any 
other train that m ight be coming. 
The inquest will be resumed in the 
morning.

I ndianapolis, January 7th.—On T hurs­ 
day the Senate adopted a resolution to meet 
with the House this m orning to hear the 
Governor's message read, but when the 
Senate assembled this action was reconsid­ 
ered, the protests of the Republicans being 
unavailing, and the message was read in 
the Senate by the Clerk of that body. The 
refusal to go into joint session caused 
much 
comment, 
and was accepted as 
meaning that the Democrats will not con­ 
sent to a joint session for any purpose. 
This surm ise was strengtheneilat the after­ 
noon session, when the Senate passed a 
resolution declaring that there was no va­ 
cancy in the officeof Lieutenant-Governor, 
and declining to go into joint session for 
the purpose of canvassing and declaring 
the result of the vote at the November 
election, and adjourning until Tuesday. 
The day appointed for canvassing and an­ 
nouncing the vote for Lieutenant-Governor 
now is Monday. 


FOLLOW ING A BAD EX A M PLE. 
In the House to-day the Republican m a­ 
jority, in retaliation for the extraordinary 
rules adopted by the Senate, adopted regu­ 
lations fully as arbitrary as those of the 
upper body. The effect in either house 
will he that the m ajority can sum m arily 
and quickly unseat any member of the 
minority, rightfully or wrongfully. The 
Governor's message—owing to the refusal 
of the Senate to participate in a joint ses­ 
sion—was laid on the table without read­ 
ing, and the House adjourned until Mon­ 
day.

W hen an exam ination was made of 
Perry’s effects, three watches, three bank 
checks, aggregating$191, one share of stock 
in the Philadelphia, W ilm ington and Bal­ 
tim ore Railroad, 36 shares oí stock in the 
M asonic Hall at M anayunk and several 
dollars in gold, silver and Iractional cur­ 
rency were found. 
Both were terribly 
em aciated,.and had every appearance of 
having been starved to death.

IIDW K ID GLOVES ARE MADE. 


Lamb.-kin the R eal M aterial C seti—De­ 
tails of the M anufacture. 
She stood in front of the glove counter in 
one of the large up-town storcsand stretched 
out a dainty band, that seemingly could 
strike only a love-tap. and wanted to he 
fitted with’a pair of gloves, 
ft was hard 
work to suit her, but she went away at last, 
satisfied th at she bad the highest-priced 
kid glove in the store. 
But she was wo- 
fully mistaken. W hat she had bought was 
much nearer sheepskin than goatskin. 
People accept the statem ent that every 
glove is kid that bears that name, while, in 
tact, only a sm all percentage of the gloves 
sold as such are the genuine kid. The rea­ 
son is plain. 
Millions of kid gloves are 
demanded by the inhabitants of every large 
country, while only a few goats, compara­ 
tively', are raised in the world, and of these 
a large num ber m ust be kept until full 
grown for breeding purposes. The demand 
for gloves is much greater than the supply 
of genuine skins, and a substitute is found 
in the lam bskin, which makes an excellent 
grade of glove and is easily palmed off for 
kid. Genuine kid gloves can he obtained 
at a high price, but thousands of people 
who think they are wearing kid gloves 
have only the skin df the innocent lamh. 
Of late years several kid glove factories 
have been started in this neighborhood, 
and the m anufacture of gloves has been 
carried on in a sm all way. There has been 
no attem pt to compete with the French 
glove-makers, who easily lead the world, 
but a fair grade of glove has been turned 
out, selling well and comparing favorably 
wit I) imported goods. 
In all the branches 
of glove-making here a high degree of 
skill is required, and the workmen here 
generally learn their trade in Europe. 
The lambskins, being selected with great 
care, are taken to ) he factory and put in 
large tanks, partly filled with the yolks of 
■eggs and other soft, sticky materials. Here 
they are subjected to a thorough pounding 
with a heavy stick, padded so as not to in­ 
jure the skins. 
In some factories men 
with bare feet tread on them . 
The object 
of all this is to “nourish” the skin and 
make it stroDg and “healthy.” 
The skins 
are kept in these tanks for a longer or 
shorter period, according to the judgm ent 
of the Superintendent. If allowed to re­ 
main too long they become too well nour­ 
ished and decay. 
After the nourishing 
comes the work of cleaning. The skins 
are worked in tubs of fresh water, and 
washed thoroughly until all traces of for­ 
eign substance are removed from the out­ 
side. 
They r.ow become soft, and in color 
a dull white. They are laid on a smooth 
stone slab, with the rough side down, and 
pressed and stretched until every wrinkle 
has been smoothed out. 
The skins being wet, remain in this 
stretched 
state, and 
ate 
then 
dvai. 
The dye is laid on with a brush, and the 
shade is always darker than the one de­ 
sired, for the dripping and after-treatm ent 
lighten it at least one-quarter. The great­ 
est care is taken to prevent any spots of dye 
frr m getting on the inside of the skin, a 
spot being a seriou3 defect in a high-priced 
glove. 
After the skins have been allowed 
drip for several hours they are taken to 
to the drying-room, the air of w hich is 
kept at a high tem perature, usually by 
steam heat. 
It does not take long fcj the 


skins to dry out hard, stiff and rough. 
Before they can be used they are made soft 
and pliable again by lying for several days 
in dam p sawdust. Then they are placed on 
a m achine worked by a screw and by a con­ 
tinuous and gentle pressure stretched to the 
utmost. If there are any holes, rough 
spots or cracks in the skin, it is thrown 
away, or should be. 
Not all of the glove- 
niakers are honest, and the blemishes are 
often covered up. This accounts for the 
sudden giving out of many' gloves. 
The delicate part of glove-m aking is the 
cutting, as the least variation in the lines 
will destroy the sym m etry of the glove and 
m ake the fit imperfect. To get the parts 
to fit as well as possible, patterns are used 
for each size ; but even wi h these m istakes 
are often made. 
In first-class factories 
where the s k in , is not properly out it is 
thrown away or cnt up iivtognssets. Every 
skin is studied by the cutter, so as to make 
the greatest num ber of gloves from it with 
the least waste? and it is so graded that the 
largest sizes are first m arked out and the 
rest is nsed fi r children's gloves. 
Modern 
invention has enabled th e cutter, when 
bioeking out the glove, to make little holes 
in the skin for stitches. 
This insures per­ 
fect regularity, and uniformity of stitching, 
w hich are of great importance. 
If the stitch is too tight, an uneven pres­ 
sure is put on the skin, which makes it 
break easily, and if too loose it leaves a 
hag in the glove. 
Linen and silk thread 
are used, and the stitching is- done by 
women, who are fairly well paidi 
AVhen 
the gloves are made they are thoroughly 
inspected, aud, if accepted, are lied in bun­ 
dles ready for the market. 
W hy French gloves should take the lead 
is hard to tell. The same material is used 
as in other countries, and the workmen 
are not over-expert; but the French glove 
excels in elasticity, and “ gives ” when 
pressure is put on it by the hand without 
getting out of shape. This country takes 
the lead in dogskin, bqekskin and doeskin 
gloves. These names are misleading, since 
all the gloves are made of sheepskin. There 
is money in the business as well as hum ­ 
bug, and capital invested in a well-man- 
nued factory will bring a large return —A'. 
V. Tribune.

LINCOLN. 


H is O ld L aw P a rtn er, W illia m H . H ern ­ 
don . In d u lg es in K em iiiisci-n ce*. 


Lincoln’s old law partner, W illiam H. 
Herndon, is in the city, says the Chicago 
Tribune, for a few days. H e was seen yes­ 
terday at the rooms of the “ Lincoln Mem­ 
orial Collection” entertaining several in­ 
terested listeners with reminiscences of the 
great man during his career as an Illinois 
attorney. 
“ Y'es,” said Mr. lie n dm . “ I could al­ 
ways tell when Lincoln was in a good 
hum or or not by observing him as he en­ 
tered the office at Í) or halt-past 9 in the 
m orning. If everything was serene and 
pleasant, he would take a seat in one of our 
wooden chairs, throw his feet over the stove, 
and begin telling yarns. 
He would keep 
this up until dinner time, and very little 
work would be done through the forenoon. 
If, on the other hand, matters had not been 
as pleasant as they m ight, he would drop 
into the office in a quiet, unobtrusive way. 
and, after taking a seat, would proceed to 
make his breakfast on crackers and cheese. 
Sometimes his depression would wear off' 
in an hour or so, and his genial, sunshiny 
disposition reassert itself. 
Ke was not a 
great student. 
H e was what is called a case 
lawyer. Given a case he would first fa­ 
miliarize him self w ith all the facts and 
then look up the reports containing similar 
adjudicated cases. 
He was sym pathetic at 
ali times and never bitter or abusive. 
“ We had an odd way of keeping our ac­ 
counts. 
We never kept any books, but 
when we were paid a fee would sim ply di­ 
vide it. W hen Lincoln w'us out on the cir­ 
cuit m aking money he did just the same as 
when at home. If he received a $16 note 
for services he would take $5. and, wrap­ 
ping a piece of paper around it, with tire 
simple word ‘ Billy ’—that's what he al­ 
ways called me—written thereon, would 
place it in his pocket-book. 
I asked him 
one day why he did this, and his reply was: 
‘ Well, if 1 should happen to die with some 
of your money in m y pocket, how would 
any one know if it wasn’t marked I’ The 
last fee I divided with him was shortly' be­ 
fore bis inauguration as President. 
1 had 
received $500 from an estate for which our 
firm had been doing business, and when I 
offered Mr. Lincoln the money he refused 
to take it until I told him where it came 
from. 
“ His love a f f a i r s Oh, well, I can recall 
two cases, and I believe the first otie. where 
the young lady died, had more to do with 
his sadness in alter life than anything else. 
The young lady was Miss Ann Rutledge, 
who came to Illinois from the South. She 
had been engaged prior to her meeting with 
Mr. Lincoln, but failing to hear from the 
young m aijtcam e to believe that he did not 
care for her. 
Mr. Lincoln was very atten­ 
tive, and after a time they became engaged. 
A few m onths before they were to have 
been m am ed she died. The blow was a 
severe one to Mr. Lincoln, and it was sev­ 
eral years before he ceased talking about 
her. H e wa3 rejected by'a young lady in 
1837, and from that tim e until 1812, when 
he m arried Miss Todd, he wa3 not especially 
attentive to any one.”

petticoat is here, and has come to stay for a 
Jong tim e at leust, wc must study ways and 
means tor m aking it us little harm ful as 
possible. 
Everybody knows that men owe 
m uch of their good health and success to 
their suitable style of dre^s. Now what 
women want is to secure the benefits of 
men's general mode of dres3 in their un­ 
dergarments, using over these the ordinary 
dreis, in its most sensible form, as the 
badge of wom anly modesty. To specify : 
The first garment put ou should be some 
kind of knit union suit, with long sleeves, 
which is elastic and covers nearly the 
whole body. 
Unless this is very heavy and 
warm it should be surm ounted by another 
flannel undersuit of cloth, at least in 
this 
northern 
climate. 
Then 
sbouid 
follow a light flannel skirt, 
made in 
princsss style without any heavy trim ­ 
mings. In moderate climates there is n oth­ 
ing better for this purpose than jersey cloth, 
ami for cold climates eiderdown flannel. 
Both wash well and have a knitted web, 
which enables them to be fitted perfectly 
and yet give every muscle of the body full 
play’ If the dress is in one piece so much 
the better: if in two pieces, sew short, 
strong tapes to the seams of the waist, 
just above the waist line, m ake button-holes 
in them and place corresponding buttons 
on the loose yoke or band of the light­ 
weight dress skirt. 
The idea is to have the 
whole body evenly covered, with few, it 
any, bands around the waist, and all the 
weight depending from the shoulders. Let 
the clothing he as light as consistent with 
w arm th.—Chicago Liter-Ocean.

The old Board of Railroad Commission­ 
ers has closed its work and the new one 
formally organized, at a meeting held in 
San Francisco on Monday. In the after­ 
noon of that day the Secretary brought to 
Sacramento the annual report of the retir­ 
ing Commissioners to subm it it to the 
Governor. It is signed by Commissioners 
Carpenter and Hum phreys, and covers 140 
pages of closely written manuscript. It 
begins with citations from the Constitution, 
the substance of which is that the act of a 
majority of Commissioners is the act of the 
Commission. 
Following this are analytical references 
to the appendix, which consists of thirty- 
eight pages, showing the whole num ber of 
meetings daring the term to have been 113, 
and the members present at each meeting ; 
the final account for the year last past, 
with amounts and purposes of expenditure; 
a statement showing the miles of road 
operated by the Southern Pacific Company 
in California, and also in the State of Ne- 
uada, and in the Territories of Utah, New 
Mexico and Arizona, to which is added the 
the mileage of narrow-gauge roads in this 
8tate ; a synopsis of annua! returns of rail­ 
road companies, showing the volume of 
business, the highest, the lowest and aver­ 
age rate of chango for fare and freight, and 
concluding with the correspondence and 
orders relating to the continuing contro­ 
versy between the Commission and the 
Atlantic and Pacific Company, with refer­ 
ence to which \V. A. Biftaell, the agent of 
the company, has been cited by an order 
introduced b y Commissioner Carpenter to 
appear before the Commission on the 10th 
day of February, 1887. 
Following these references to the appen­ 
dix, there *s a brief reference to the annuel 
returns of railroad companies, now in the 
hands of the State Printer. 
Then come 
orders, correspondence and proceedings of 
the Commission for the past year, which 
have appeared from tim e to tim e in the 
press, and now cover thirty-four pages of 
manuscript. 'The rest of the report, from 
page 49 to 102. is appended : 
After a presentation of the constitutional pow­ 
ers and au t'es of the board, a full review of Its 
adopted rules ol procedure and bs orders, cor- 
res|K»udence and proceedings for th e past year, 
and a statem ent of the nature of the contro­ 
versy now existing between the A tlantic and 
Pacific K ailroad Company aud 
the 
Board, 
w herein w . A. Bissell, the only know n repre­ 
sentative in this state is cit®d to appear before 
the Board on toe 10th day of February next, the 
report proceeds as follows : 


A FOREIGN CORPORATION. 
It is due to Mr. Bissell and the attorneys of 
the contesting com pany to say they have not 
sought to evade a controversy of w hich they 
have definitely taken one side. As w ill be seen, 
the com pany is a foreign corporation doing bus- 
icess in this .State. 
H aving purchased of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company the road 
from Mojave to th e Needles, it look she1 ter 
under its foreign charter. But as the contesting 
com pany and its grantees or lessees, if it have 
any, take the road subject to the sam e public 
and corporate use and rights as th eir prede­ 
cessor in iuterest, we have neld aud now hold 
th at for all the purposes of the controversy they 
are dom estic corporation. 
This is the only ease in w hich we have been 
confronted w ith an explicit refusal to comply 
w ith our dem ands, w hich have been generally 
treated as necessary evils to l»c patiently en­ 
dured. The proceedings to test the foreign pro­ 
tectorate set up by ihe -.thiutic and Pacific Rail­ 
road Company were taken upon our own mo­ 
tion. and in the exercise of the m andatory 
power to w hich our action is lim ited. 
But in 
the exercise of the sam e power the statute of 
1880 expressly prescribes the mode of procedure 
and requires verified com plaints in w nfing. and 
fifteen days' notice to com panies affected there­ 
by. How we have cone uside from th e cast iron 
rule of the law. at th e instance of corporations, 
by a sort of unauthorized advisory course, will 
be seen by a glance at the foregoing pages. 
We have never in a single instance ignored 
even an im aginary grievance, how ever inform ­ 
ally stated, if only p re fe m d in gcod faith by 
th e real party in interest or his authorized attor­ 
ney. 
But th a t justice m ight not be m ade a vu l­ 
g ar jest, we have embodied in th e standing rules 
and ordeis of our nd.ninistra ion the g w arning 
principle th at every m an shall m ind his own 
business. 
T his was rcseuted by patriots w ithout constit­ 
uents and attorneys w ithout clients, upon the 
hypothesis th a t th e Commission cam e in and 
m ust go out w ith them . I t was nearly suicide 
for th e Commission, by th e records of w hich it 
now appea-s th at not ouc of the statem ents re­ 
turns or exhibits subm itted aud liltd by railroad 
com panies has ever been con roverted or denied 
by a single shipper or producer in the Htate.

The 
outlaw ed loss and dam age w ill be lam ented and 
exaggerated by none but those antedim vian 
afterbirths whose pluperiectsecond ftiture busi­ 
ness it is to recount the cost of doubtful u n d er­ 
takings and to discount the credit due to bold 
adventure in the light o f unexpected results. 
To them and th eir preposterous subsidy sham s 
ou r first ciiatioa of the law is our la s t The 
g ranting acts as ratified by the Legislature of 
th is State provide th at subsidized roads shall 
perform G overnm ent service ‘‘at fair aud rea­ 
sonable rates of com pensation not exceeding the 
am ounts paid by private parties for the same 
k in d o f service.** 
QUERIES NEVER ANSWERED. 
Upon th e profound supposition th a t the exi­ 
gencies o f construction and the vicissitudes of 
operation are financial equivalents, they claim 
for the State, in reduced fares aud freights, a 
srongiug rebate ou natioual subsidies. In w hat 
am ount, or for w hat tim e, or how apportioned 
to fare an d freight departm ents, or how pro 
rated over a system including unaided roads, or 
how distributed am ong th e ir patrons, are quer­ 
i e s never suggested nor answ ered by th e preb- 
lem -m akers. W hen thev shall have answ ered 
them and told us how to offset national d ma- 
ti ms, or loans o f credit for th e construction of 
a railroad, against operating éxpenses, or how 
to liquidate corporate indebtedness by draw ing 
upon it for current charges, we w ill jo*n w ith 
t t e subsidized railroad com panies in a v o c of 
thanks to the charlatans w ho hav© presum ed so 
m uch upou public credulity. For th at purpose 
they can accept a confidence never reposed in 
them , and give to th e d m btingpublic th e b en e­ 
fit of th eir superior sagacity and judgm ent. 
If by self-exposure they have pu t th eir 
dupes 
on 
inquiry, 
it 
is

an d 
folla tes 
of reason. 
H aving 
w orked 
th eir ¿¡eld or 
operations to barrenness, th eir occupati n and 
pow er aud m ischief have goue out together. 
Considerate and conservative people, attending 


and A larm , w ith the horoscope of a hard case, 
the only w onder is th at it nas not been dis­ 
banded and arrested as the active accom p ice 
of tum ult and com m otion against th e peace and 
w elfare o f the State. But if, since com ing to its 
m ajority, it has m ade the best o f bad anteced­ 
ents, and lias repudiated rot and riot, it should 
not be too harshly judged. If, in obedience to 
the laws of its existence, it has done w hat it 
should not have done, an d left undone w hat it 
should have done, it is the fault ol its designing 
m iserea tors and censors, w ho have never dis- 
paired o f sending it off on a fool’s errand. But 
to give it the most blam eless and beneficial 
mission possible, we have heretofore recom ­ 
m ended the advisory functions com m on to most 
o th er Commissions and th eir best excuse for 
existence. 


REASONS FOR IG NORING RECOMMENDATIONS. 
It is well, perhaps, th a t our recom m endations 
have not been noticed. If they have been ig­ 
nored. iu deference to the very general opinion, 
th at those engaged in the various usetul callings 
of life, and severally m inding th eir own business, 
can and do m anage it better th au the State, or 
any of its political agente, we heartily concur. 
T hat the unsolicited recom m endations of super­ 
num eraries in any business are not w orth a 
beggar’s th an k s lias doub less occurred to m any 
who have never been favored w ith official inter­ 
ference in th eir own affairs, and even th e most 
cow ardly conservators of the general principle 
s a d rule o f law w hich attaches to ow nership 
th e control o f property, w ill not deny to any 


to th eir own business, m utuallv interested in 
the productive and com m ercial industries and 
instrum entalities of the State, partners^ in. its

with the political and industrial forces im ping­ 
ing npoa them , is uot only a fair but a necessary 
presum ption of law aud com m on sense. T hat 
to do so they r o u t and will respond w ith the 
alacrity of enlightened self-interest to every 
reasonably dem and upon th e ir laborious and 
m aniiold service is also to be presum ed. 
1 hat 
for such service, iu all its professional, clerical 
and m echanical departm ents, there will be the 
best appointm ents oi skilled aud accom m o­ 
dating m anagers and agents, stim ulated by ten­ 
ures and prom otions incident to a lileu o rk , 
under a directory whose touch is authority, and 
in contact w ith business agencies and na rons 
whose intim ation is guidance, is not only a fair 
presum ption, but the tru th o f w ell ordered rail­ 
way m anagem ent h ere and everyw here. T hat 
to such reciprocities of interest, enterprise and 
am bition, m ore th an to all the rudim ental auti- 
railroad reform ers who 
have 
distinguished 
them selves by exploded conceits an d fallacies, 
th e public is, and alw ays w ill be, indebted for 
improved m ethods and reduced raiesoi safe aud 
rapid transportation. 
T H E CENTRAL PACIFIC ANI> ITS ENEM IES. 
Bat the proposition w hich thus betrays its 
own absurdi ies was never more nor better than 
a vicious appeal to partisan anim osities, or to 
some prevailing prejudice. 
F rom w ar tim es the 
C entral Fa rifle Company has been the special 
object of its untiring repetition. 
To w rest Gov­ 
ernm ent lands and loans of credit from th e spe­ 
cific purposes for w hich they were m ade has all 
along been the em pty but design! ug th reat of its 
enem ies in th e political aud business world. 
The old Cape. Isthm us, coast and river lines o f 
transportation were never greatly interested in 
its success, bpeculiitors and capita M s, who 
had declined its uucer.ain issues of riches or 
i overty, w ere not interested partners in its suc­ 
cess 
The exceptional put poses and conditions 
of the road, and th e position of its ow ners in 
local politics, w ere the inducing aud exciting 
causes of intense and unreasoning resentm ent. 
And iu this confederation of hostile interests 
and influences m ay be included as econom ic 
and im placable foes of a road subsidized for na 
tional and m ilitary purposes a lew unreconciled 
and rancorous recruits from a contem porary re­ 
bellion. w hich, failing to prove an alibi, was 
nailed by th e G overnm ent like a coonskinto 
the barndoor of the nation. 
From out this array of adverse* interests and 
influences, m utually stim ulated into active an ­ 
tagonism , aud intensified by th e helping hand 
of th e nation, have come the sinister war-cries 
and • inviduouH a ^ a u P s so often excited and 
directed against the fighting [and resisting Cen­ 
tral Pacific Conipau}', sheer justice to w hich is 
alw ays accused of w earing its collar. 
But w ith­ 
out its collar, and w ithout the fear of its ene­ 
mies. we have re-iused. aud still refuse, to con­ 
sider th is od eaptandum apneal to all the m ean­ 
ness iu the M ate; aud because the truth will 
harm no one and ought to be told, we lielieve 
aud say th at, ad m itting such abuses and errors 
as are incident to the m agnitude aud alm ost in­ 
finite ram ifications of the trade and transporta­ 
tion developed and assured by the m uch-abused 
com pany, it has fulfilled its covenants w ith the 
Federal G overnm ent and w ith fate, and been 
steadfastly loyal aud true to th e State of Cali­ 
fornia. 
It has been and is. the pioneer ot the so u th ­ 
ern Pacific system, and of the consequent pro­ 
gress and developm ent w hich have invited and 
created the com pering roads now contesting its 
suprem acy. 
W .th m ultiplied inducem ents to 
railroad construction am i com petition, and the 
greater value of real estate, has come the tie- 
cesiity for branch roads and feeders, w hich 
m ust t ave the right of way over lands of p ri­ 
vate owners. T here are just th ree ways under 
the sun by w hich it can be obtained— 


GIFT, PURCHASE AND CONDEMNATION. 
Purchase and condem nation of private prop­ 
erty for public or quasi publi ; use, differing only 
in the mode oi com pensation, an* substantially 
the sam e. The purchase price fixed by the 
ow ner or assessed by a ju ry and paid into 
Court is the ‘‘just com pensation” required by 
the Constitution. Iu either case, am i tor all the 
uses and purposes of the purchaser, at private 
or judicial sale, he takes, w ith the sanctum s of 
law and public requirem ent, the title of his pre­ 
decessor iu iuterest. 
In eith er of th e m ethods 
m entioned, one railroad com pany may acquire 
from another its corporate right of way: pro­ 
vided only th a t if by condem nation, it be for a 
greater and more necessary public Use. 
And this, be it rem em bered, is th e constitu­ 
tional aud statutory ri^nt of em inent dom ain— 
the right-w rong w hich constitutes the burden 
of com plaining and pathetic appeals to the out­ 
raged people, in whose nam e and behalf, for 
purposes oi pre-em inent utility and necessity, it 
can alone be e x ert bed. W hat but th e cu lti­ 
vated stupidity upon w hich it presum es could 
construe su ch ’ a right into grievous wrong 7 
Why m ention it at all out of a proper proceed­ 
ing iu w hich to condem n som ething else and 
other th an itself? To w hat subject of regula­ 
tion or charge upon a com pleted road, over a 
right of way for w hich one owneT has received 
au d his successor in interest has paid the p u r­ 
chase price, can it be considered at all ger­ 
m ane ? As a condition precedent to entry upon 
the desired right of way, if purchased a: ju d i­ 
cial sale, the Constitution and code require “just 
coinjiensation.” 
W hen the contem plated road 
has been com pleted and put iu operation, the 
Civil Code, in letter an d spirit the sam e as the 
common law and the unbroken current of judi­ 
cial decisions, gives to its ow ucr and operator 
“ reasonable com pensation.” 
Tim s the pur­ 
chaser, at private or judicial sale, m ust have 
paid “ just com pensation ” for his r.ght of way. 
and for the use of his road, w hich inures to the 
public, subject to his ow nership, he m ay collect 
and receive from his predecessor in interest, as 
from ail other persons. *• reasonable com pensa­ 
tion ” and no more. 
If paym ent thereof be re­ 
fused lie m ay reluse to carry. (Civil Code, Sec. 
2173.) 


AN EXTRAO RDINARY OCCASION. 
W hat a subject for sensational statesm anship! 
W here are the anti-railroad representatives 
of them selves? 
Why are they not arous­ 
ing 
th e 
unsuspecting 
pub! c? 
To 
m ake 
th e most 
of 
su 
«íaergency 
ihat cannot 
last, will 
they not dem and 
another * xt a 
scs.-ion ? If not, w hy not? We have had one t > 
dragoon constitutional officers into such p atri­ 
otic m easures of public policy as uniform rates 
of transportation on railroads, uniform ly paid 
iu advance by subsidies and rights of way be­ 
longing to th eir owners: aud also to interpose 
some interlocutory stum p speeches iu tax suits 
pendiug in the Courts. We have had another 
to reverse a decision of the Suprem e Court, and 
to com b mil a right of way through the Bench 
for a pretended pub ic u m j. 
True each of them 
was a brainless tai ure, and the extraordinary 
occasions and statesm an-hip o f both are iu the 
bottomless pit ot unfinished business. 
And 
since these eventful episod. s ilie railroad com- 
imnies have had judgm ent in the tax cases, and 
nave nevertheless and all the sam e paid the 
-urns for w hich they w ere sued, less attorneys’ 
fees w hich they did not owe, and penables 
w hich there was no crim e to fit. If we have 
never m entioned them before it is for the reason 
th at they were none of our business am i that as 
political stock iu trade they were a fraud from the 
beginning, and we break the silence now brood­ 
ing over the once loud discussion o f subsidies 
aud the right of em inent dom ain as official ob­ 
structions o r partisan shibboleths, m erely to in­ 
voke against them the law in such case m ade 
and provided, aud the average common sense of 
the people who have not bt.cn hopelessly de­ 
ceived or prejudiced. 
A nother dilem m a of the dem agogues iu this 
State has been an d is how to sever the legal 
ow nership o: the property in railroads from its 
beneficial control, so as to subordínalo both to 
th eir own nieicenary schem es and conspira» ios, 
and not cause a re :cliou against them selves. 
This attem pted severance ot principal and in­ 
cident, in derogation of common and statute 
l«w, has driven pome o f them to ihe dim aging 
denial thut railroads belong to their ow ners—to 
whom, for purposes of taxation, they must 
bo Assessed. They, covert hole-s. declare, w ith 
vehem ent em phasis aud r .'petition, “ th a t cor­ 
porations should be com pelled to pay their taxes 
as individuals pay theirs.” 
But if the State in 
contem plation of law is the real ow ner of the 
roads, it w ere folly to encum ber them with 
fixed charges for taxes to its own credit, w hether 
paid by itself or by the disinherited corpora­ 
tions, as its agents and malgoozera. And. ngain, 
to say th a t taxes w hich arc fixed charges upon 
all reads, w hether ow ned and operated by the 
State, or by private corpora'.iocs, are paid by the 
patronizing business public, is both true aud 
suggestive. W heu crraaidered, it may occur to 
the people w ho have taxes to pay th at railroad 
tax suits are not a bonanza for them , and tn at 
thev have taken loo m uch stock iu a bankrupt 
syndicate o f spoilsm en. 


CONSTITUTIONAL AND STATUTORY PROVISIONS. 
A rter ail the ow nership and operation of rail 
reads w ithin the scone o f th e ir charters are and 
ought to be beyond dispute. 
The Constitution, 
A rticle X II.. Secti m 18, predicates of “ works 
owned, leased or w orked” by a railroad com 
pany. (ertaiu relations aud iu ’erests. w hich are 
forbidden to its officers; aud thus distinguishes 


th e questions w hich are alw ays left open by the 
genius o f republican institutions aud the logic 
of existing laws. W hy subject th e corporations 
and individuals “ ow ning and operating rail­ 
roads” to the dam aging interference w hich has 
been voted and kicked out of all other business? 
Why impose upon them w ithin th e scope of 
th eir charters, an d in additiou to penalties of 
dam age aud forfeiture for negligence and abuse, 
under general laws, the m andatory dictation ot 
unquestioned authority, deem ed by constitu­ 
tional presum ption “ conclusively just and rea­ 
sonable.” 
It is a contradiction in term s, and therefore 
no answ er, to say th at as com m on carriers, by 
exclusion from th eir class, they become the 
rightful th ralls o f arbitrary control. 
To rest 
th e dam aging distinction against them upon the 
com parative m agnitude and 
im portance of 
th eir business, would be to acknow ledge a 
fraud upon the business and upon all concerned 
in i \ And again, the overdraw n claim s of po­ 
litical bankrupts, on the public use of railroads, 
has not been iu th ts State to prom ote such use, 
but to m ake it th e spell word of spoilsm en, the 
open sesam e of th e “ Forty Thieves.” 
For this 
they have conspired and clam ored w ithout 
ceasing; and if they have failed to convert a 
public trust into a private and partisan use it is 
not th eir fault. 
For th is they have w rested the 
eoutrol oi ail th e railroads in this State, first 
from th eir ow ners and then from this Commis­ 
sion. 
For this they would have taken th e Com­ 
mission into th eir foul conspiracies and m ade it 
the recording angel o f th eir diabolical de­ 
m ands. 
For this, and because it would not be 
used by them , it has been abused aud belied. 
F or this purpose it was quite unnecessary to < 
couple w ith its free pass over all the railroads 
of th e State any of th e usual advisory powers 
aud duties, w hich are confessedly the best fea­ 
ture of o th er Commissions. For, th is but one 
m enacing and d o n in eerin g power, backed by 
the bravado an d license of highw aym en, was a t 
all requisite. 
Iu th e pow er of th e Constitution to revise, 
change an d slash system atic aud com plicated 
averages and adjustm ents o f fares and freights, 
was found a convenient weapon w ith w hich to 
cover and com m and th e w ayfaring railroad 
com panies, and in Ihe constitutional presum p­ 
tion th at “ w hatever is. is right.” a n d shall be 
deem ed “conclusively just an d reasonable,” 
was found the protecting shield aud buckler of 
th e highw aym an. 


T H E COMMISSION B ELEA G U ERED . 
Thus the Commission, as if it hail been m ade 
to th eir order, and for th eir purposes, has been 
beleaguered by self-constituted dictators. T heir 
contem plated use of it has been too eager, aud 
evident to be disguised 
E very law relating to 
its organization and functions turns and im ­ 
pinges upon the coveted revenues am i treas­ 
uries of corporations and individuals operating 
railroads, sn d certain w ater c ratt engaged iu 
dom estic com m erce. If it ever had any other 
function or mission ou earth th an th a t of a pub­ 
lic and corporate inconvenience as traffic m an­ 
ager, it was to go about exclaim ing, w ith absurd 
Joseph P rudhom m e: “ The car of the State floats 
on a p recipice!’’ To keep up appearances as 
traffic m anager, aud do a sm all business ot th eir 
owu on the large capital of others, its preposter­ 
ous dictators have, from tim e to tim e, form ulated 
dem ands for uniform reductions of fares and 
freights ; alw ays assum ing ih at railroads should 
be run fo r all the w orld " a s the crow flies,’’ 
regardless of grades an d curvatures, o f popula­ 
tion and production, o f class, value and direc­ 
tion of freight, of com petition, developm ent 
au d all factors au d conditions of railroad serv­ 
ice, save and except distance alone. 
In the 
collateral role of Joseph Prudhom m e, w hile 
fooling and being fooled, as a friend of the 
peop e, a G om m buoner to be real good, honest, 
conscientious, consistent and popular, m ust 
keep the im periled “ c ar of the S tate” floating 
high and dry on a precipice, and is expected to 
take such perfunctory cognizauce o f national 
subsidies, railroad tax-suits, railroad problem s, 
railroad monopolies, corporation method*, co­ 
lossal fortunes, rcai refoim s. and of such other 
incom parable stram ash as will m ake him , 
* W ithout dispute, 
Through all the realm s of nonsense, absolute.” 


TH E EUROPEAN PROTOTYPE. 
Such is the ILailread Commission of C alifornia, 
w ith its m andatory pow er f >rone m istaken pur- 
TMue, constantly tending to som ething worse. 
T hat the offensive weapon conferred upon it has 
fallen into conservative hands is not enough. 
It is the symbol of irresponsible power, and a 
pernicious inducem ent to its exercise in u tter 
«lisregard of the public good 
Thus a Commis­ 
sion w hich cam e in a questionable shape has 
!o t none of its forbidding and sinister aspects. 
From t he sandlot toJCam pahella’s City of the 
Sun it has but one \ rototvpe, and th a t is the 
bureaucratic system of jealous aud oppressive 
espionage by w hich European 
despots size 
down th eir subjects and sup rvise th eir private 
affairs. It cam e to th is country in the had com- 
pauy of its com m unistic wards, an d is not com 
mended to republican adoption or n atu ral­ 
ization by its alien ideals. 
W ith its m inute 
ram ifications, red-tape and loutine, it has been 
and is the scourge and curse of courdkies w here, 
unfortunately for them , it is more at Lom e th an 
ia this broad laud of free industrial op¡*)rtu- 
uities an d possibilities. To them , an d not to 
proud and sentim ental C alifornia, belong the 
guilty m axim s th at th e “ kiug can dono wrong,” 
aud that, right or wrong, th e acts o f his bureau­ 
cratic em issaries are “ conclusively just and 
reHSocable.” 
T hat such a system is as foreign to the genius 
and principles of governm ent in this country as 
the superannuated old m onarchies of w hich it 
is th e characteristic and saoservieut adjunct 
would seem to go for granted. 
And as a sys­ 
tem o f railroad m anagem ent it is on trial even 
in Europe, w here, by reason of its long an1 re­ 
pressive sufferance, it ha* no self-made substi­ 
tutes of th e enterprising and self-reliant Ameri­ 
can type. On contrasted systems o f Governm ent 
and private roads, w ith local influences and ad­ 
vantages alw ays iu favor of the former, it has 
lost favor by experim ental com parison w ith 
corporate control. 
And the w eight of well-in­ 
formed opinion on both sides of the ocean is de­ 
cidedly agai ist it, aud is also largely opposed to 
G overnm ent interference w ith private roads. 
Condensing w hat m ight be expanded into a 
book, we com m end th e conclusion arrived at, 
after a recent investigation in Italy, by a Com- 
rniss on appointed lor ih a t purpose, us follows : 
“ The State is m ore om nipotent an d less respon­ 
sible to an a private corporation.” 
la Belgium a recent Parliam entary di-cussion 
relating to governm ental raiir ‘ads, tinder the 
most favorable conditions fjr successful experi­ 
m ent, disclosed the inevitable tendency of po­ 
litical influence in th eir m anagem ent. One 
m em ber stated and denounced certain railroad 
regu‘a tions,w hich were, be said ‘‘established by 
political influence and th a t alone.” A nother, 
confirm ing the statem ent, epitom izes the expe­ 
rience of the world, w herever subject to the 
same influences, as follows : “ The m em bers 
them selves are constantly urged in thftt direc­ 
tion-—besought, pledged or forced by those who 
will m ade those things a party weapon.” 


IN BRITISH IN DIA. 
The experience of little econom izing Belgium 
w ill serve as an exam ple for th a t of W estern E u­ 
rope on a m uch larger scale, it illustrates the 
beauties of bureaucratic rail reading, so enchant­ 
ing to placem en everyw here. No m en know 
better th au they th a t influences and interests 
of param ount im portare© will predom inate in 
politics. It is tfiis th at renders the control of 
railroads w hich they did not build aud could 
run only to ruin by the spoils system of m an­ 
agem ent of such param ount im portance to them .

And it sends hom e to the 
railroad w orld a striking contrast betw een the 
tw o contesting systems of m anagem ent, as fol­ 
lows : 
“ Contrast the position of these two agencies 
in th eir dealings w ith the public: in w hich can 
the greatest confidence of th e public be reposed, 
and w hence is the greatest cordiality o f co-oper­ 
ation to be expected ? 
From the bureau w ith 
its tortuous courses, or from the com pany w ith 
its business conducted on purely com m ercial 
principles? W hich agency is best fitted for 
treating th e ever-varying requirem ents ot trade, 
an d taking action on the dedicate indications 
th at, carefully followed up. lead to the certain­ 
ties o f profit, k State railw ay m anager, who can 
do little w ithout previous sanction, to be got 
from a distant center, o r a guaranteed com pany 
w ith absolute powers for dealing w ith the pub­ 
lic and m inistering to th eir daily w ants? A m an 


sion should have rooms iu th e m ain offices of 
th e several railroad com panies in this city. As 
rate-m aking is essentially office work, by w hom ­ 
ever done, the bert place to do it is at corpora­ 
tion headquarters, iu close and friendly rela­ 
tions w ith capable and obliging railroad officers 
an d experts. If the advice of anti-railToad pa­ 
triots be desired, th a t is precisely the place to 
find them . Most of them agree w ith us th a t the 
Commission, theoretically, is a bureaucratic 
agency, in th e European sense, end of the class 
described. If not such iu practice, it is because 
its m andatory an d conclusive pow er for miscb ief 
has uot been surrendered to a horde of spoils­ 
men, whose sutlers are th e ir statesm en. B ut 
w hile supplies, cut off by a conservative adm in 
istraffion, are iu sight, there will be a continu­ 
ing m otive for auother foray. Aud unless the 
sovereign people shall rem ove the inducing 
cause, they m ay yet realize the regret o f an 
English queen, w hen shq exclaim ed: “ The 
subject’s grief com es thrdughcom m issions.” 
To build and equip railroads to be controlled 
au d cinched by aw kw ard squads of political 
buuglers. who alw ays ignore the practical opin­ 
ions aud judgm ent of th eir owners, and whose 
superior wisdom comes from th e sensational 
stum p aud press, w ill never be a very’ attractive 
business. It would be better, therefore, to en­ 
courage au d justify construction by assurances 
of successful operation. To do this, disinterested 
incom petents should have the contracts, ut 
w hat th e / are w orth, for constructing railroads, 
to be thereafter controlled an d operate»l by- 
others, the m easure of whose interest in th eir 
success, aside from th e natu ral desire to please, 
is th eir stake iu th e public service. Subject 
only to th e fallibility of m en in all th eir corpo­ 
rate relations and associations, th is would m ake 
th e best possible use of proverbial bluuderers, 
and would also secure the highest attainable ca­ 
pacity »ud experience for th e larger and more 
lasting interests of all concerned. It w ould in­ 
sure the adoption at th e beginning ol factors 
and principies o f transportation w hich, like the 
frrcpealabie laws of nature, m ust an d w ill pre­ 
vail in th e long run. 


THEO RY AND PRACTICE. 
If they have not prevailed in our adm inistra­ 
tion of this office, it is not by reason o f any con­ 
ceited ignorance or disregard of th eir intrinsic 
im portance, but because o f our inability to m as­ 
ter and apply them a9 a well trained staff of 
railroad officers m ight have done. 
But they 
have been th e governing factors in all o u r ad­ 
justm ents o f lares am i freights, w hether by 
schedules prepared in this oflice, or by changes 
o f classifications an d revisions of rates, w hich 
from tim e to tim e have been m ade by rail oad 
com panies an d subm itted for our approval. 
W ithin the past year, as per orders 27, 3 > , : u 
aud 87, there have been four such changes aud 
revisions from higher to lower classes and rates, 
and one com paratively unim portant schecule 
of rates on the new road from B erenda to Ray­ 
m ond. The modes of procedure and constit­ 
uent elem euts of railw ay service, to w hich we 
have steadily adhered, have been so ofteu ex­ 
plain ed aud defended In form er reports, and 
hav e been so thoroughly vindicated iu practice, 
th a t we need not dw ell upon them here. 
Som eot the m ore constant and potent of these 
factors are necessarily aud clearly im plied in 
the units o f all railroad ssrv.'cc, term ed train, 
ton and passenger miles. As the train m ile is 
the u n it of railroad service, exclusive of all 
factors save distance alone, so th e ton m ile and 
passenger m ile are th e units o f public use meas­ 
ured by distance au d volum e of business, show- 
in g tlie ratio o f loaded to em pty trains. 
In the 
proportion th at train inilcs exceed ton and pas­ 
senger m iles, the actual service and capacity of 
a given road are in excess of th eir public use, 
. .

If this is to be done by m ultiplying and re­ 
plenishing th e population, corporations have 
only th e “ contem porary prosperity” w hich 
comes from im m igration, to be facilitate«l and 
encouraged by special inducem ents, such as 
w ere extended bv all the transe n tin en tal roads 
th is side of the M issouri river long prior to their 
rate w ars. If it is to be done by fostering pro­ 
ducing 
an d 
m anufacturing industries, and 
building home9 in waste places, th e ir develop­ 
m ent requires accom m odating service and. dif­ 
ferential rates, so otten m istaken aud deuounced 
for w anton discrim inations. If com petition lias 
come w ith em pty cars to divide ton and passen­ 
ger m iles, it m eans a sti 1 greater ratio c f train 
to ton and passenge- m iles, or th e alternative of 
pooling, or com petitive charges, regardless of 
an u u eq u il m ileage for short and long hauls. 
The dire alternative is thus uot only present­ 
ed, but it is properly accepted, for the reason 
that fixed expeuses do not depend on distance 
of m ovem ent, and are a charge rath er upr n ti e 
ton of freight and passenger, as units ot quan­ 
tity and quality, th an upon th e ton and passen­ 
ger m ile, as units of distance and volum e of 
traffic. Ih e n again, considered w ith reference 
to cost of m ovem ent, a train, ton or passenger 
m ile over an up-grade of tw enty feet to th e 
m ile, costs about tw ice th e pow er th at it dees to 
go th e sam e distance ou a level track, aud over 
th e m axim um of gradients in th is State, w hich 
is about 116 feet to th e m ile, it costs n early nioe 
tim es the pow er required for the sam e distance 
on a level road. 


SHORT AND LONG HAULS. 
But because railroads have not quite a n n ih il­ 
ated distance, it rem ains to be considered aud 
m easured. In th e estim ation of political jock­ 
eys who, for th e ir ow n purposes, would curb 
aud cinch railroad com panies, it is th e sole 
factor o f transportation. It is th e all in all of 
“ equal m ileage rates,” w hich th ey have so in­ 
solently dem anded of Legislatures a n d of this 
Commission. It is an easy m ethod o f evening 
up unequal conditions and splitting differences 
by a horizontal flight of im agination. It should 
be en titled “ T he railroad problem m ade easy 
lor political experts.” 
It is even m ore sim ple 
th an the form ula of th e colored m athem atician, 
w hich runs : “ A ught’s a auglit, one’s a one, 
two to carry, ten to throw away, and nothing 
lett.” B ut seriously, w ho believes th at such in ­ 
herent constituents as volume, developm ent and 
com petition can be voted, legislated or trifled 
out of rail or w ater transportation ? 
While they 
are am on^ the substantive elem ents of railroad 
traffic th e ir relative im portance is determ ined 
by the law of supply and dem and. 
Hen c, to 
shipper and carrier direction is often vastly 
m ore im portant th an th e distance of m ovem ent. 
And as tnc objective m arket determ ines the d i­ 
rection, w hat becomes of distance as a controll­ 
ing coasid; ration for c ith e r o f them ? And for 
the ’ouger haul, if peculiarly subject to com pe­ 
tition, or to the legitim ate purposes of develop­ 
m ent, th e charge should be less th a n for th e 
shorter one in the sam e direcrion; an d any a r­ 
bitrary prohibition, in th e Const tutiou or sta t­ 
utes. of th is necessary and natural law of rail­ 
road service, ought to be removed. 


TH EO RIES TESTED BY KNOW N CONDITIONS. 
The delusive theory of equal m ileage, or un i­ 
form rates, is length w ithout breadth, depth or 
hight. It presuppo-es a fortunate coincidence 
of conditions, of w hich only Rasselas in his 
“ Happy V alley” ever dream ed. It is rudely 
dispelled by the controlling realities w hich ulti­ 
m ately test'its value »n practice. Take th e broad 
wonder land west of the M issouri river, aud 
w here are the necessary conditions precedent to 
uniform rates to be found? Can the delusion 
be kept up over uninhabited deserts and plains? 
looking out from m ountain passes across reced­ 
ing ridges and foothills to th e valleys they cn- 
circ.e, do they present the dead level conditions 
w nicn arc so flippantly assum ed ? Aud w ithout 
th e corresponding conditions, w hat are the 
practical results proposed by the advocates ol 
uniform rates* They lind em pty cars at com ­ 
petitive stations, and w hile railing against pools, 
condem n them to continued em ptiness by m ak­ 
ing com petitive charges th e m áxim um at all 
other |>oiiits. They im pose the sam e penalty 
upon tnc beneficial policy ol special rates for the 
legitim ate purposes o f developm ent by m aking 
them th e ruling rates to th e lim it of th eir power 
to injure. By ignoring com m ercial distinctions 
of \vh desale an d retail trade an d im posing uni­ 
form rates upon both, they robone class of ship­ 
pers w ithout favoring the other. In the absence 
ot all evidence to th e contrary, it is fair to pre­ 
sum e th a t no shipper who would not have to be 
blindfolded to get him aboard a e ar ever de- 
j-ired or suggested uniform rates or th eir inevi­ 
tab le re su ts. 
To huab the cry c f distress th a t ha9 alw ays 
come from political m anagers, a veiy few sym ­ 
pathetic shippers an d producers m ay h tv e 
joined iu a preconcerted response. 
For th at 
purpose uni onn rates of fare and freight are 
good enough. 
But th e producing and com m er­ 
cial w orld has never been grea ly excited or 
alarm e I nt th e self-governm ent of railroad com ­ 
panies w hich has alw ays resulted in differential 
tariffs. 
U has found in railroads everyw here 
from shipping to objective m arkets aud back 
again th e Subservient agents ot trade and com­ 
merce, subicc: to th e sam e s lf-executing law of 
Mipslv and dem and 
W ith th is law alw avs 
before them an d presum ing upon its cons'ant 
operation au«l universal control, nrac ical traffic 
m anagers fliat estim ate th e volum e and direc­ 
tion of business in sight an d to b3 developed, 
and. second, operating expenses. 
H ence it is 
th at 
wit out 
m andatory national or inter­ 
national commissions, and varied only by local 
conditions, the s« m e results a re everyw here pro­ 
duced. 
In the populous cu m tries of W estern 
Europe, where, the ratio ot passenger to train 
m iles Is nearly M o to one, freight rates are cor­ 
re spondinely’ high. 
Thus in G reat Britain. 
France, Belgium, Prussia aud 
A ustria, the 
average rate per ton m ile is 1.46 cents. 
In the 
United M ates, w here production is in excess of 
population, th e relative average is reversed, and 
is found to be 1.06 cents per ton m ile au d 2.2 per 
pu.senger m ile. 


RESULTS BROUGHT HOME. 
Subject to the sam e governing factors th a t 
have m ade th e rate per ton p er m ile m ore and 
per passenger m ile less in Itirope th au in the 
United States, they are relatively higher in the 
unsettled and uncultivated country west of the 
Missouri river th au in th e uation at large. T ak­ 
ing, for com parison, the Alchfcnn, Topeka and 
Santa Fe, the Union Pacific, the D enver aud 
th e 
Rio 
Grande, the 
Texas 
Pacific 
and 
th e 
Southern 
racific roads, the 
average 
rate per ton m ile is 2.11 cents, or 49 per cent., 
and per passenger m ile 3 43 cents, or 36 per cent, 
above the national average, w hich includes all 
the great tru n k lines o f tn e East. In both de­ 
partm ents e f service th e Southern Pacific Com 
pany is below the average of th e five com panies 
w ith w hich it is classen. On the w hole system 
in California, Nevada, U tah, New M exico and 
Arizona th e average rate per ton m ile is 1.83 
cents, or about 14 per cent., and per passenger 
m ile 2.45 cents^cr 28 per cent, less th an the av­ 
erage of its group. And w hile we have not re­ 
duced th e statem ent to actual demodfctration, 
we know th at the rates in California are. m uch 
low er th an on its Nevada and territorial divis­ 
ions, probably in about th e sam e proportion 
th a t those are below average rates on the 
Pacific group. 
And. very properly, they are 
in about th e sam e proportion low er th an 
rates on the shorter and w eaker roads of 
this State. 
W hat is there in th is determ i­ 
nate adjustm ent of com pensation to the varying 
conditions of service, th a t should be subject to 
arbitrary revision, or th a t should be changed at 
all, otherw ise th an by the course o f events and 
th e continued operation of the pervading and 
m andatory law by w hich it has been produced ? 
W here is th e necessity for political tinkering 
and statecraft, w hich are so generally abhorred 
in this country, and are th e burden of un av ail­ 
ing reproach ’in other lands? W ere the rail­ 
roads of th is State buiit at th e bidding o f arbi­ 
trary power? W ill they be m ultiplied or extend­ 
ed for the benefit of political brokers*? Left to 
th e se f-adjusting m ethods and prim ordial lac- 
tors of transportation, ic is held by experienced 
directories th at existing lines m ay be paralleled 
at distances of not less th an tw enty-five miles. 
And again, volum e of trade and probable de­ 
velopm ent, being equivalent to the exceptional 
cost o f construction and o p eratio n .it is found 
th a t trains can be m oved over gradients of more 
th an two h u n d red 
and fifty 
feet to th e 
m ile 
But 
will 
railroads 
dance 
to th e 
hurdy-gurdv tu n e 
of 
uniform rates? 
Will 
they 
build 
branch 
roads 
and 
feeders 
through th e foothills of th is State, to be rated 
and rationed and srarved by horizontal tariffs, 
iu u tter disregard o f u phill service ? 
These 
questions answ er them selves as we h a te from 
th e beginning. 


REPRODUCTION OF RAILROAD PLANT. 
At th e tim e we cam e into th is office, the 
Southern Pacific Com pany was m aking trial 
trips on th e second transcontinental road, going 
out from tfiis State to challenge th e w onder and 
Rdm iratiou of the w oild. In the deserts of the 
far South it was iryicg conclusions w ith dertiny 
itself, and w ith w hat the gifted aud genial 
Peudegast so aptly styled “ tfie civilization of 
the lasso.” The shriek of its engines had broken 
the silence of im m easurable solitudes, and even 
guachos aud cowboys were hailing th eir re­ 
sounding m arch to Galveston and New Orleans. 
It was th e second grand success for California, 
and its richest trophies w ere at h er feet. It was 
an extension of h er old m idland road to objec­ 
tive m arkets iu th e South, an d as such, a m ag­ 
nificent and costly audition to h er rail plant. 
M ountains, deserts, floods and cloudbursts ne­ 
cessitated frequent and costly repairs and re­ 
newals. 
B ut for California aud h er ¡>eojfie, re­ 
production was m erely the alternative o f reac­ 
tion. W ith tw o transcontinental tru n k lines, 
connecting links, branches and feeders were 
im peratively dem anded. 
Such was the inexorable logic of the situa­ 
tion by w hich we were confronted. The first 
step in th e syllogism was th e history of the 
roads, the second was the law of th eir existence, 
and the th ird was destiny. T he w orld had the 
history by heart. It was for us to adm inister 
the law w ith due regard to inevitable conse­ 
quences. We knew the tendency of railroads 
already b uilt to develop som ething. If run 
through th e loops and labyrinths o f politics, 
there would be a diversified developm ent of ir­ 
responsible rogues and road agents. We knew, 
also, th a t nothing would suit th eir purposes 
better th an an executive vacancy and a sub­ 
servient railroad commission. We could an­ 
ticipate the angry agitation th at th eir pretended 
disappointm ent w ould cause. 
H ence, th eir 
w arning bravado was quite superfluous, and 
passed by us as th e idle wind. Thus, w heu the 
em ergency cam e, the Commission was prepared 
for it, and set up lor itself in th e m anifest and 
lasting interest of the State and people. But 
w hen agitators had 
engagem ent, it was found th a t for two years 
railroad construction bad been alm ost entirely 
suspended, and th a t a tu ird oveiland road ha 
entered the Srate, very n aturally shielding itself 
from local invasion under a foreign charter and 
a Federal protectorate. 
. 


HOPES D EFER R ED . 
But in the vindicat on and trium ph o f law 
and the norm al conditions of railjo ad enter­ 
prise, hones deferred w ere m ore th an realized. 
The result was anticipated iu our last report, as 
follow s: 
“ It is our conviction thut if this State can be 
ruined by railroads, including another thousand 
m iles o f branches and feeders, it is a consum ­ 
m ation devoutly to be wished. We shall leave 
to others the honor of adopting rule of reduction, 
regulation or any policy by w hich it m ay be 
delayed or discouraged.” 
A year has passed and m ore than a thousand 
miles of extensions, branches an d feeders have 
been projected, and m ost of it is now iu process 
o f rapid construction. T he strife ot giants for 
suprem acy and other favorable circum stances 
have given to th e southern counties of the State 
a brief precedence in the race o f progress and 
prosperity, and it is not w r y exaggerative to 
say th at some of them are w orth m ore to the 
front foot th an w ere th eir c h ief towns ten years 
ago. 
W hile th eir unexam pled advancem ent 
fore dates, it does not forestal! th at of th eir north­ 
ern neighbors. 


D E S H N Y OF NO R TH ERN CA LIFO R N IA . 
The railroad era o f N orthern t alifom ia m ust 
w ait as they w aited, on the grand North and 
South T runk road, th at is to m ake the w estern 
term inals of all ’he transcontinental lines tribu­ 
tary to its traffic, and th at is to be the unrivaled 
all-rail m edium for th e transfer and exchange 
of products an d staples of com m erce indigenous 
to the differing clim es of the Pacific coast, from 
A laska to the City of Mexico. T he suprem e 
significance of this last and greatest of the 
roads originating in C alifornia has been but 
faintly foreshadowed. 
To be even partially 
appreciated, it m ust be rem em bered th a t in its 
w hole length through towns and cities of its 
own creation, through fertile valleys and com­ 
m unities to w hich it has brought th e m arkets of 
th e w orld, and over and across m ountains, 
rivers, plains aud deserts, w hich it has sur­ 
m ounted and to w hich it gave the first startling 
signs of 
civilized 
life, 
it 
w ill 
illustrate 
all the exigencies an d 
diversifications 
of 
railroad construction, service and develop­ 
m ent. 
To be fully realized . the California 
and Oregon road "must be com pleted, as it 
would have been two j ears ago, but for a little 
inflated “ boom ” of anti-land-giant and anti 
railroad economist*. It is not only th e finishing 
section in w hat is substantially one line of road, 
reaching from the tropics to the icebergs, but it 
is the final segm ent iu th e incom parable circle 
o f all rail connections by w hich anti railroad 
f 
a t riots m ay celebrate its com pletion by a jubi- 
ant excursion round th e m ighty nation. IIow 
deeply th e m ining and mouut&m counrieí w ill 
be indebted to them and th eir econom ical facil­ 
ities, including th a t of uniform rates, for the 
com pletion of a road w ith gradients of 116 feet 
to the m ile iu two divisions of ten and eleven 
miles, betw een D unsm uir and Kdgwood. and 
running up to a m axim um o f 174 feet to the 
m ile ou th e Siskiyou m ountains, aud w ith m any 
other exceptional conditions of construction 
and oj>eration, we leave them to decide. In 
about oue year they will have the com plete 
road, w ith i’s m agical influence upon values 
and 
industrial developm ents, and. in th eir 
order, th e resulting branch roads and feeders. 


" T H E M ILLS OF TH E oO D S.” 
Thus we have had a good retrospect an d bet­ 
ter prospects to report. 
W hen ih e m uch-abused 
m ule w as th e most gigantic monopoly in the 
State, th e cinch was in necessary and decent 
use. But w hen th e m ule w ent out and the rail­ 
road cam e in, our occupation as cinchera was 
gone. Since th en w e have had m ighty com bi­ 
nations of brains and m oney, formed for under­ 
takings of acknow ledged public utility, of cor­ 
responding m agnitude, not otherw ise attain ­ 
able. Some who had nothing to lose and every­ 
thing to gain by the operation w ere for a w hile 
d sposed to knock out th e brains and take the 
money. But there was no legal sanction for 
such a forfeiture, aud they seem 
to have 
changed th eir m inds. Thus we have been pro­ 
gressing in 
the 
right direction, and such 
progress is conservatism . 
And now th e ra 1- 
rouds oi the State, w ith the m ost cordial 
public approval, are everyw here extending 
and m agnifying them selves, and are evidently 
striving, as was to have been expected, to 
subserve 
the use and to 
m onopolize the 
business for w hich they w ere created. Aud as a 
guaran y of th eir success, 
“ the m ills of the 
gods.” w ith the im proved roller process, are all 
in full blast, grinding finer and faster, m aking 
better flour and m ore of it th an ever before. 
The prospect is exceedingly gratifying, and only 
th e happiest results are anticipated. 


SOME A PPA REN T DISRESPECT. 
It was one of our first duties in th is office to 
hold it am i ourselves above the rot and rancor 
of the l'unic w ar so long waged against an in ­ 
dustry, th e very im portance and m agnitude of 
w hich h ad m ade it the tem pting object for 
predatory attack. Iu justice to all concerned, 
and especially such com m unities as had not 
yet suffered th e coveted 
ruin o f railroads, 
we indignantly repelled th e dictation o f im ­ 
portunate spoilsm en, whose reverberating self­ 
applause was taken by none but them selves lor 
popular approval. 
And as by th eir enm ity we 
won the good opinion of better m en, we could 
afford to treat th eir noisy dem onstrations and 
extravagant m endacity w ith the official deco­ 
rum and decency due m ore to ourselves than to 
them . .So. also, w ith the courage of our convic­ 
tions and ex erim entui opinions, we have con­ 
fined ourselves to questions aud theories m ade 
specially im portant by th eir false and fa lacious 
treatm ent. But as th e appropriate statem ent of 
a sham is an offensive exposure, an d self-evi­ 
dent pretence is a contem ptuous satire upon 
itself, we m ay have shown some apparent disre­ 
spect for sham ers and pretenders.

M e x ic o , December 27, 1880. 
A new law lias lately been enacted in 
M exico which requires Am erican (hum ­ 
m ers to take out a m onthly license, costing 
$25, before they can sell any goods in M ex­ 
ico. T his unreasonable tax of $300 per year 
is not encouraging to those whose hearts 
are set on future commercial relations with 
our sister republic. If the American drum ­ 
m er was playing the part of a leech in Mex­ 
ico, despoiling the people and tem pting 
them to enrich the United States to theii 
own detrim ent, there would be some sense 
in taxing his business, if not in prohibiting 
it altogether. 
B ut instead he is bringing to 
th e doors of a people centuries behind the 
tim es comforts and conveniences which 
they never heard of before; introducing into 
rich but neglected agricultural regions ar­ 
ticles and im plem ents whose possession 
tends to stim ulate backward races into the 
task of bettering their condition, and com­ 
ing up w ithin hailing distance of modern 
civilization. These 


DREAMY, UNAMBITIOUS CITIZENS 
A re contented to go on forever in the same 
old ruts, conducting their farming, m ining 
and m anufacturing enterprises with the 
m ost prim itive im plem ents and m achinery. 
Closer commercial relations with the United 
States would soon change all this and ex­ 
cite a spirit of emulation in our sleepy 
southern neighbors. In im posing this vex­ 
atious tax, Mexico stands in her own light, 
for no class of business m en, w bereverthey 
go, do m ore to foster push and enterprise 
than the drnm m ers, who—though sent out 
for the purpose of attracting trade to their 
own hom e firms—are yet dissem inators of 
liberal comm ercial principles, and the first 
to catch the strong points, industrially 
speaking, of the countries they visit, and to 
study their capacities with a view of foster­ 
ing practical enterprises therein, such as 
will leave those countries, as well as their 
own, richer because of them . 


THE MEXICAN INDIANS 
H ave a proverb that their hair is black 
after that of the Spaniard has grown gray. 
Leather-colored 
M ethuselahs, 
toothless, 
hairless, w ith skins like parchm ent and 
the engaging look of m um m ies, are fre­ 
quently m et whose 
grandchildren 
are 
quite old enough to die. The other day a 
M exican nam ed Jose Onofre Ojeda died in 
Jalisco, whose age was 115 years. 
H e had 
been thrice m arried, and only a re a r ago 
thought seriously of taking á fourth wife, 
w hen grim death came along and stopped 
his m atrim onial schemes. 
Not long ago an old fellow died at San 
Miguel de A llende aged 135 years, and his 
neighbors assert that until á week before 
his demise he was still one of the most 
vigorous men in the com m unity. 
The 
records of the parish church confirm his 
claim s to this great age. 
Down in the beautiful village of Orizaba, 
under the great w hite volcano, Martina 
Riviera lived to the ripe old age of 150 
years—a fact thoroughly attested. A nother 
wom an of the same town died the previous 
year a t the age of 140. A local paper noted 
the ease the other day of a Mestizo Indian, 
Juan Santiago by name, who died in 1844, 
aged 143 years. 
This old chap left two de­ 
pendent grandchildren, both aged men, 
whose ages were respectively 111 and 100 
years. 
The grandfather m arried, as all the 
Indians do. when very young, therefore it 
is not surprising that he should have left 
descendants who are them selves centena­ 
rians. The secret of

Is their sim ple diet and regular habits. 
They say them selves that when an Indian 
goes into service and eats the food of the 
w hite men then his teeth begin to decay 
and shortly he goes to pieces himseif. The 
tortillas that they eat (made of com crushed 
into paste and m ixed w ith water) keep 
their teeth very white, and the lim e in the 
tortillas makes good bone and muscle. 
A propos of the effects of food, a disgusted 
traveler thus relieves his m ind : 
“ Philosophers say that clim ate and diet 
have a powerful effect upon morals. If 
this be true, can you inform me how mor­ 
als will develop in a clim ate where the rain 
falls every day for six weeks and the air is 
dry as powder the rest of the year, and 
where the steady diet of the average citizen 
is red pepper, onions and blue beans? 
W ithout 
red pepper the 
greaser’s life 
would be a burden to him . T he pods he 
uses are as long as your hand and hotter 
than a blast furnace, and one of them taken 
inw ardly will sm elt all the Christianity out 
of a w hite m an in three m inutes. The 
onions are large as a soup-plate, and have 
the happy knack of giving their consumer 


A BREATH LIK E A BUZZARD. 
O f the blue beans I will sim ply say noth­ 
ing. 
Now, when a native hives away daily 
three large 
luxurious meals of 
these 
edibles, and never hears a sermon, I ask 
you as a fair-m inded man if you can expect 
him to be sensitive on the delicate ques­ 
tions of etiquette and propriety? 
Add to 
this load of local provisions, a q u a rto r two 
of mescal, a local liquor which will eat its 
wav through boiler iron in four seconds, 
and figure on the moral result of the fer­ 
m entation. It this doesn't quite solve the 
problem , consider the effect of a tem pera­ 
ture of 108° in the shade, and of a soil 
w hich is a t its best when breeding tarantu­ 
las, red ants and an affectionate domestic 
insect of nocturnal habit and great rapa­ 
city.” 
T hat class of Mexicans known to ns as 
“ Greasers” are slowly but surely passing 
away. Tim e was when these degenerate 
descendants of the M ontezumas ruled this 
blossoming land, and lay dozing in the sun 
with naught to molest or to m ake him 
afraid. 
H is adobe house was built by 
long-dead ancestors ; the sole requirem ents 
of 
his larder—beans, red peppers 
and 
garlic—grew wild all about him , and to­ 
bacco for the cigarettes—which lie rolled 
w ith two m otions of thum b and finger— 
m ight be stolen 
alm ost anywhere. 
A 
thoughtful Providence having thus pro­ 
vided for him , 


HIS SOUL SOARED NO FURTHER, 
A nd he bad nothing whatever to do but lie 
in the sun and exist a century or so. Now 
and then a Greaser residing near the bor­ 
der or in the neighborhood of some rich 
hacienda, was enterprising enough to in ­ 
crease his wealth by the cattle business, 
which lie conducted "on the siteple but sci­ 
entific plan of finding a herd that wasn't 
too carefully watched, and taking his pick 
therefrom .

P re-H lsto rlc R em ains. 
I). L. Moulton, of Madeline Plains, gives 
us the following concerning the finding of 
the remains of fishes, etc , while digging a 
well on his place. 
Air. M oulton's ranch is 
situated on the southeast side of Madeline 
Plains. T his tall, while sinking a well and 
when at a depth of fourteen feet, he struck 
a soft sand rock, which was taken out in 
layers of four to ten inches in thickness. 
Between these layers he found a num ber 
of skeletons of fishes, sea shells, leaves and 
sticks, m any of the leaves and sticks being 
in a petrified condition. The print of the 
form of the fishes was distinctly marked 
between the ¡avers of rock, and all the 
bones were in a good state of preservation. 
One nf the fish measured two feet in length, 
and from the connection of the backbone 
he was led to believe it had been a codfish 
or haddock, but in all probability was a 
species now extinct. These bones were 
taken out and it was his intention to pre­ 
serve them , but on being exposed to the 
air, »U except the back-bones were crum ­ 
bled into dust. 
He found many of these 
fishes, which ranged from four inches to 
two feet iu length. They were firmly im ­ 
bedded in th esan d rock with the imprint, 
but upon being brought to the surface and 
exposed to the air, it soon slacked to such 
an extent as to completely obliterate all 
traces. 
H e says it is his intention to sink 
in another place and see what he can find. 
There is no doubt but that at some time, 
perhaps oenturies back, theentire Madeline 
plains were a sheet of water, which gradu­ 
ally receded, leaving the fish on dry land. 
We hope Mr. Moulton will continue his 
work, as some very im portant discoveries 
m ight he tmtde.— Lassen Advocate.

AN ELECTRIC RAILWAY. 


D escription of a System in O p cratio u a t 
F rovidenee. 
The Providence Journal says : 
The mys­ 
terious horse-ear is precisely like those that 
travel our streets, and, indeed, wras fur­ 
nished by the Union Railroad Company to 
be fitted with the electric appliance. A 
closer exam ination of it reveals the secret 
of its motive power. Between the axles and 
underneath the floor of the ear is a little 
machine that occupies a space of thirty 
inches square by ten deep. To this an 
electric current is conveyed from a con­ 
ductor in a sort of underground conduit 
near tlie track—its position, w hether be­ 
tween the rails or to one side is imm aterial 
—by means of a sort of spring shoe or 
“ plough ” upon the car which bears upon 
the conducting rail with elastic pressure. 
This current is thus conveyed to the m o­ 
tor. which is nothing more than a sort of 
m iniature dynamo. Now, it is a principle 
in electric physics—a principle of compara­ 
tively recent discovery and of great im ­ 
portance—that while a dynamo, operated 
by outside power, generates a current of 
electricity, the same current introduced 
into another dynam o will cause it to re­ 
volve and thus to generate power again. 
This principle of the “ reversibility of the 
dynam o” is what renders possible the ap- 
lioation of electricity to motive power, and 
is what is here employed. The curicrt 
causes the m otor to revolve, and the latter 
then communicates its motion to the axle 
of the car wheels through a system o! 
gearing. This is the situp'e principle of 
the contrivance; but the perfection of the 
details has occupied m any m onths of ex­ 
perim entation. 
The electric system 
in 
onr 
streets 
would 
require but little 
change 
in 
existing 
appliances, 
the 
chief of which 
would 
be the under­ 
ground electric conduit. 
This would be 
small, far sm aller than that required for 
cable roads, and innch easier to keep clean, 
because there is no m echanism inside, and 
it can be easily and constantly sw ept out 
by appliances upon the cars themselves. 
People who have seen the cable system's in-

T he R esistance ol* tlie A tm osphere. 
From 
Professor 
Langley's 
illustrated 
paper on Comets and Meteors in the Ja n ­ 
uary Century we quote as follows : “ Every­ 
body has noticed that if we move a fan 
gently, the air parts before it with little 
effort, while, when we try to fan violently, 
the same air is felt to react; yet if we go on 
to say that if the motion is still more vio­ 
lent, the atm osphere will resist like a solid, 
against which the fan, if made of iron, 
would break in pieces, this may seem to 
some an unexpected property of the " nim ­ 
ble ” air through which we move daily. 
Yet this is the ease, and if the motion is 
only so quick that the air cannot get out of 
the way, a body hurled against it will rise 
in tem perature like a shot striking an 
arrnor-plate. 
It is all a question of speed, 
and that of the meteorite is known to be 
immense. One has been seen to Ily over 
this country from the Mississippi to the 
Atlantic in an appreciably short time, 
probably in less than two m inutes; and 
¡hough at a presumable bight of over fifty 
miles, the velocity with which it shot by 
gave every one the impression that it went 
just above his head, and some witnesses 
of the unexpected apparition looked the 
next day to see if it had struck their chim ­ 
neys. The heat developed by arrested m o­ 
tion in the case of a mass of iron moving 
twenty miles a second can be calculated, 
and is found to be much more than enough, 
not only to m elt it, but to turn it into va­ 
por ; though what probably does happen is, 
according to Professor Newton, that the 
melle I surface portions are wiped away by 
the pressure of the air and volatilized to 
form the lum inous train, the interior re­ 
m aining cold, until the difference of tem ­ 
perature causes a fracture, when the stone 
breaks and pieces fall—some of them at 
red-hot heat, some of them, possibly, at the 
tem perature of outer space, or far below 
that 
of freezing m ercury. 
W here do 
these stones come from ? 
W hat made 
them ? The answer is not yet complete, 
but if a part of the riddle is already yield­ 
ing to patience, it is worthy of note, as un 
instance of the connection of tlie sciences, 
that the first help to the solution of this 
astronomical enigma came from the chem ­ 
ists and the geologists.” 


T aking a B ath in J apan.—Every inn 
.here has its large square tank of hot water, 
fed from hot m ountain springs, clear as 
crystal and peculiarly invigorating to the 
tired traveler. 
As soon as I had finished 
my dinner of rice and Oxford sausages I 
asked for the bath, and was modestly con­ 
ducted by ihe same dum py, sweet-voieed 
little m aid to a large room at the front cor­ 
ner cf the house facing on two streets, 
which upon inspection I found to be the 
bath, anti, much to m y disconcertment, it 
was closed on the street sides by slats only, 
open to every passer's gaze. 
On my ob­ 
jecting to bathing in public, the innkeeper 
bung a curtain cf thin while cotton around 
the out3ide and placed a Japanese screen so 
as to cut off the view from the inside. 
Thus protected I pluuged boldly iu, and 
had the mo3t perfect bath of m y life, not­ 
w ithstanding a boy or two ventured to 
raise the curtain and peep in. One real 
war-whoop was, however, enough to rid 
me of any further disturbance, and I rec­ 
ommend the batbs of Shiiuonosuwa unre­ 
servedly to the tired traveler.—Cor. Xew 
York Sun. 


S eized t h e B ustle.—A dispatch from 
Tam pa, Florida, of the 15th instant, Bays: 
T he customs officers here have m ade a seiz­ 
ure of an unique article. 
It is a bustle 
made of tin, in the shape of a crescent so 
as to fit snugly. 
At either eud it is very- 
thin, but is expanded so as to be about an 
inch and a half wide about the middle, and 
be’ng hollow inside, holds exactly one 
gallon.

COLD STORA&E. 


NEW SYSTEM FOR SHIPMENT OF 
CALIFORNIA IR U TS. 


The A ctual Tests M ade in Southern 
C alifornia and Preparations for 
its General Adoption. 


[Riverside Press, IX cember 28, lgs&l 
The most im portant move ever made on 
the Pacific coast for the benefit of the 
rapidly-growing fruit industry is just as­ 
sum ing shape, w ith its headquarters at 
Riverside, the acknow ¡edged center of the 
fruit business of Southern California. 
The Inter-Oce.m t old Storage Company, 
of Chicago, during the past season have 
been experim enting with the cold-storage 
process as applied to tiie handling of Cali­ 
fornia fruits for the Chicago, New York 
and other Eastern m arkets. T heir experi­ 
m ents were made at Santa Ana, and the 
results were so satisfactory that the com­ 
pany recently commenced work at River­ 
side, putting in a plant that will C03t, 
when complete. $40,000. For three weeks 
past work 1ms been progressing on their 
buildings at the north end of the depot 
grounds in this city, under the direction 
of their agents, who kipt the plans of their 
company to themselves as much as pussi- 
blefuntil the present time. 
Un Saturday L. IV. Pitcher, President of 
the company, and Chas. F. Pierce, Secre­ 
tary, arrived ill Riverside for the purpose 
of laying their plans before the iruit-grow- 
ers of this section, and offering their serv­ 
ices in placing tlie cho’ce fruits of this 
locality in tiie Eastern m arkets without 
the usual loss by beating, freezing and 
decay, which has heretofore made the busi­ 
ness of fruil-sliipments, at least in many 
casc3, hazarduus. 
T he company are putting up works for 
the purpose ol reducing the tem perature of 
the truit to a certain point, after which it 
is placed in Tiffany Refrigerator cars and 
sent to the Eastern m arkets. 
If it is desir­ 
able to at once place tlie fruit on sale this 
course can be pursued, or they can at that 
end of the line place the fruit again in cold 
storage and place it on sale as the m arkets 
may require. 
Tlie company's works here in Riverside 
will have a capacity for m anufacturing ice, 
in addition to their cold storage process, to 
the extent of four ami a hall tons every 
twenty-tour hours, and this capacity can 
be increased from tim e to tim e as the ne­ 
cessities of tiie case may require. 
During the experiments of last summer, 
cars were sent through which did not vary 
in tem perature more than two degrees, not­ 
w ithstanding the fact that they passed 
through all degrees of heat from 50° to 
125°, and the grapes after arriving in Chi­ 
cago and New York, were found to be in a 
perfect state of preservation, and in as tine 
condition, apparently, as when the fruit 
left the packing-liouses in California. 
Not 
only this, but the fruit had the same keep­ 
ing qualities there as though it had not 
been subjected to the cooling process, thus 
upsetting the commonly received idea that 
fruit will not keep after being pluced in 
cold storage. 
Just before the departure of Messrs 
Pitcher and Pierce from Chicago for River­ 
side, about the 17th of December, a com­ 
pany of friends sat down to dinner, having 
for dessert Muscat grapes grown in Santa 
Ana, which were picked on the 16th of No­ 
vember. The fruit was as fresh and fine 
flavored as when picked from the vines. 
Crates of grapes from the same car taken 
at random, were sent to prom inent railroad 
officials and leading fruit m erchants of 
Chicago, New York and other leading 
cities, and the writer has seen letters from 
those gentlemen acknowledging the receipt 
of the fruit, and praising the fine flavor and 
keeping qualities. 
The greatest benefit to Riverside will 
consist in the ability of our people to sell 
their grape» in Eastern m arkets without 
risk, and without the trouble and ex; ense 
of m aking them into raisins. 
It will also 
bring into the field another class of cus­ 
tomers to buy tlie grapes, thus m aking 
more competition. 
If grapes will sell at 
from $60 to $80 per ton for shipm ent, what 
is the use of converting them into raisins, 
for which purpose they are not worth more 
than from $15 to $30 per ton. 
The same process can be applied also to 
orange shipm ents, and it is claimed that 
the present percentage of loss from heat­ 
ing. freezing and decay will be practically 
wiped out. 
If this loss is at present ten 
per cent., it means that much greater price 
for the fruit, less cost of treatm ent. If 
twenty per cent., so much the greater the 
saving. 
B ut when it comes to lemons, it is 
claimed that the advantage is much the 
greater in itie saving. 
Lemons can be 
shipped to Chicago, or other Eastern points, 
as soon as picked, ami placed in cold stor­ 
age, and then kept until tlie proper season 
arrives when they will bring the highest 
price. If this can be done successfully, the 
California lemon of the better grade will 
bring from $5 to $10ptr box instead of the 
low prices no-.v prevailing, when 
they 
m ust be sold at a season of the year when 
there is no m arket for them. 
Riverside has been honored with tlie 
headquarters of these works. 
It is pro­ 
posed to bring fruit from all portions of 
Southern California to be treated and then 
shipped East. They come here because 
they desire to make a business of handling 
the choicest fruits. 
Fruit-growers in Pasa­ 
dena, San Gabriel, Orange, Santa Ana and 
other places can ship their fruit to River­ 
side, have it treated and shipped East w ith­ 
out extra freight charges, just as cheaply as 
though the cooling works were located at 
the place of shipm ent. 
• 
This company do not propose to buy 
and ship fruit, and thus come in competi­ 
tion with other shippers. It proposes to 
furnish the ears, cool tlie fruit and ship 
for all alike at a given price per carload, 
thus stim ulating competition among the 
dealers and fruit growers. 
The works in Riverside will be in readi­ 
ness for operations by the 15th of January, 
and that will be as soon as our oranges 
will be ready for shipm ent. By th at time 
the Florida fruit will be out o i'th e m ar­ 
ket and Southern California will have a 
free open 
m arket in all 
the Northern 
States tor their superior oranges. In the 
m eantim e the culls and windfalls should 
be disposed of here on the Pacific coast 
and leave c u t Eastern m arkets in good 
shape for the choice fruits when they are 
shipped. It is a great m istake to place our 
windfalls and green fruit on the Eastern 
markets, as it will only hurt the reputa­ 
tion of the better oranges tlrat will go for­ 
ward at a later date. 
W hile the process, so far as California is 
concerned, is new. it is not new at the East, 
for there it has been tried and found all 
that was claimed for it. The only question 
vet to be solved was, could the same pro­ 
cess be used across the deserts and m oun­ 
tains of the transcontinental route, where 
the tem perature was subjected to so many 
and so sudden changes, with such a wine 
range. 
These experiments of the past 
season prove hat these obstacles have been 
overcome. 
This system we confidently expect will 
result in the development o f art extensive 
vegetable-growing business in the foothill 
regions, where frost is unknow'n during 
the winter m onths. In this business, with 
cold storage shipm ents at hand, quick re­ 
turns can be had accompanied by large 
profits, which will even eclipse the famous 
orange business. 
Florida d es a large 
business iu this line, notwithstanding their 
shipm ents are frequently dum ped into the 
bay for lack of this very process. 
About the middle of January the m ana­ 
gers of the company will give a reception 
at their w orks,and will invite the public to 
exam ine them at their leisure. They will 
then be shown into various rooms of dif­ 
ferent tem peratures—extending from the 
tropics to the north pole—from the ice­ 
cream room ot July to the room where 
fins, overcoats and sealskin sacques would 
be comfortable if not fashionable. They 
will there exhibit their crystal blocks of 
ice, inside o f which will be found frozen 
the delicate roses and other flowers of the 
day. &s well as other frigid curiosities wor­ 
thy of careful studv. 
F ruit will be cooled in the original pack­ 
ages after being packed. Fruit-growers or 
packers, after getting tbeir fruit ready for 
shipm ent, will deliver their goods at the 
Cold f-t ‘rage W arehouse either by car or 
team, and they will then be cooled and 
;hipp*d without further trouble on the part 
of ilic shipper. 
The capacity of the works 
will be ten car-loads per day.

In the town of

The theory is that at this place the 
crust of the carili is very thin, and the 
tem perature of the air is modified by the 
tem perature of the vacuity beneath, thus 
producing rain.

ness of the drops that fall, and, as Dawson 
is a prohibition town, no one can have tbe 
face to cast any reflections upon the trust­ 
worthiness ot' the evidence. We should 
regret very nitteli to lose two or three 
States from the Union at this time, but if 
it should cave in it would leave an invalu­ 
able curiosity. Excursion trains could be 
run from all directions to the edges of the 
crnst of the earth, affording at once recrea­ 
tion and instruction to thousands of peo­ 
ple.—Springjield Republican. 


T he ‘‘B o u q u e t” o f W ine. 
The most im portant thing to rerúem bir 
in drinking wine is, after all, that its es­ 
sence, its soul, lies in the perfume or “bou­ 
quet.” 
On this bouquet the commercial 
and gastronomic value of wines depend al­ 
most entirely. Old wines are, as a rule, 
the best, because age mellows their (artness 
and intensifies the perfume. Tokay is con­ 
sidered the queen of wines, because, while 
its percentage of alcohol is sm aller even 
than that of Bordeaux and Burgundy 
wines, it has a rich and most exquisite bou 
quit, which tbe art of the chem ist is as 
powerless to reproduce as the fragrance of 
a wild vioiet. To know how to drink wine 
is the thing next iu importance. 
It is an 
art but little understood by tbe m ulti­ 
tude. 
Unlike beer, it should always be 
sipped, and 
the 
sm aller the quantity 
taken at a 
tim e tbe 
m ore delicióos 
will be its fragrance. Dealers in genuine 
wines (rarie arcs) have a habit of placing 
before an intending purchaser several sam ­ 
ples in small glasses. 
If he gulps down 
tlie whole glass at once he will in ail prob­ 
ability not get tbe choicest brands, for the 
dealer justly reasons that would be throw ­ 
ing pearls where they would not be appre­ 
ciated. Such a drinker is like a tourist 
who “ does” a whole gallery in the tim e 
that should be devoted to a single picture. 
Epicures allow their Chambertin or Leo- 
ville to m elt on the tongue, as it were, and 
roll down the throat slowly, all the while 
enjoying the fragrance by exhaling through 
the "nose (unconsciously). 
It should be 
added, however, that in the case of wine, 
as of fruit, the external odor is also of 
much importance. 
Hence the wider the 
glass the larger is the evaporating surface 
and the more luscious the bouquet— The 
Contempore r j Review. 


A n In te re s tin g D iscovery. 
A discovery of the highest importance 
has just taken place at Latirium . In the 
ancient silv'er mines from the possession of 
which Athens dates her grandeur, the 
wealth derived therefrom having enabled 
Tbem istocles to build her fleet and Pericles 
to adorn her Acropolis with ti* genis of 
arcbitec'ure and sculpture, m any objects 
have been inur.d belonging lo the Grecian 
workmen, bnt nothing hitherto denoting 
tlie presence of Christians, except a few 
terracotta workmen’s lamps having in re­ 
lief upon them the cross or other Christian 
symbols. Some members of tbe French 
School at Athens, when engaged recently 
in exploring the narrow galleries near 
the surface, at a ilace called Pozzo Ane­ 
mone, between the two great workings of 
tbe French company at Oatnaresa and 
Sureza, suddenly came upon some short 
inscriptions cut in the rock, which, to their 
great surprise, proved to be undoubtedly of 
Christian origin. W hether these were rec­ 
ords leit by tbe persecuted Christians con­ 
demned to these mines by the Romans, as 
we know they were sent to work in the 
m ines of Sardinia, Egypt and the Caucasus, 
cannot now, perhaps, be ascertained. The 
extrem e difficulty of deciphering these in­ 
scriptions m ay be judged from the narrow 
and almost impassable nature ot the gal­ 
leries of tbe ancient mines, such as I de­ 
scribed them in this locality iu a letter to 
the Athenaeum in March of last year. Of 
these inscriptions live or six were identified 
by MM. Diehl and Ra-lel as early Chris­ 
tian, very like those found in the Roman 
catacombs. Crosses appear frequently upon 
them , and they consist of thirteen phrases 
or maxim s and invocations of God.

RATIONAL DIVORCE LEGISLATION. 
Judge E. H. Bennett, in the Forma, de­ 
bates the much-considered subject of “ na­ 
tional divorce legislation.” 
When the 
subject was first- advanced to the rostrum 
of public discussion, the verdict was quite 
unanimous that the need existed for uni- 
forxiity of divorce laws throughout, the 
country. The only real issue then and 
now relates to methods for attaining this 
end. As the laws of the several States 
now stand, it is jiossible for a man or a 
woman to occupy the relation of husband 
or wife to two or more persons at the 
same time. It is possible for a citizen to 
be the lawful husband of a woman in one. 
State, but on removal to another to be, so 
far as the law can make him, a social out­ 
law, because the statute of the latter State 
refuses to recognize a foreign decree di­ 
vorcing him from a first wife. The result 
lias been migration from one State to 
another solely for the purpose of securing 
decrees of divorcement. The consequent 
scandal and conflict are matters of no­ 
toriety. 
It has been objected that a national di­ 
vorce law could not receive the constitu­ 
tional approval of the necessary number of 
States, for two reasons—the extremely 
wide divergence of opinion between the 
people of many of the States as to what 
should constitute cause for dissolution of 
the marriage bond, absolute or partial; 
the jealousy of many of the States of any 
further investment of the Federal Gov­ 
ernment with powers and rights reserved 
to the several States. We have believed, 
and early in the debate maintained, and 
still hold, that these objections could be 
removed and the concurrence of a suffi­ 
cient number of Sttttes secured to effect the 
needful constitutional amendment. 
It will be remembered that some of our 
most distinguished statesmen and philan­ 
thropists held consultations upon the sub­ 
ject a few years ago, and that at one time 
a Convention of State delegates to be 
named by Legislatures was proposed and 
generally advocated, to agree upon a uni­ 
form system of divorce laws to be adopted 
by the States. Hut when it came to agree­ 
ing upon the basis for such a council it 
Wits found that not all the States could be 
moved to action; in short, public senti­ 
ment had not been sufficiently informed 
upon the question, nor is it at this later 
date. 
Cnifomrity must be secured, and it will 
be, for the needs of our social system de­ 
mand it. As we are now going on we are 
oflering premiums to all manner of gross 
frauds in the matter of divorce, absolutely 
degrading the marriage relation and con­ 
serving immorality. It is no exaggeration 
whatever to say that the efleets of decreets 
of divorce in several States are so divergent 
that the rights of property are not infre­ 
quently cruelly sacrificed, and the grossest 
injustice done to children, to innocent 
wives and to guiltless husbands. The peo­ 
ple, therefore, will not forever tolerate the 
evils of onr present system. They will 
not, in the blaze of nineteenth century cn- 
lightment. consent that mere difference of 
latitude and longitude in our common 
country shall typify radical antagonisms 
between laws relating to the foundation of 
the social fabric. It is simply unthinkable 
that we shall continue in a system that, 
for instance, gives a wife cause for divorce 
on one side of a river, and denies her pro­ 
tection on the other side, though her 
grievance may be precisely the same on 
either bank. 
Judge Bennett proposes, as the remedy 
for such evils, a national divorce law. We 
have not cared to more than scan his argu­ 
ment leading tip k> his conclusion ; it can 
proceed only iu one direction, and the evi­ 
dence- with which he must fortify it are of 
common repute, and familiar to every one. 
But the conclusion tr his monograph inter­ 
ests us because he wisely decides that all 
efforts for reform ought now to look to 
Congressional legislation for a specific. 
The AniericaH Bar Association failed com­ 
pletely to secure uniformity in business 
laws by State legislation. ’low can we ex­ 
pect better results in this.otber matter? 
The necessary amendment or the Constitu­ 
tion of the Unite.! States consists of but 
two words, the insertion of “ apd divorce" 
after the word “ bankruptcies k in a single 
section, so that it will read : 4 Congress 
shall have power to establish tuifeyni laws 
on the subject of bankruptcies ana divoicc 
throughout the United States.”

In 
fact, it cannot be shown by any «pponent 
to national legislation on the ftokject, that 
there is any reason for, or otter than evil 
resulting from this diversity •of causes for 
divorce, fo wit: 
In some States cruelty must be extreme; 
in some rejieatcd, in others any cruel 
treatment is cause; in some it must be in­ 
tolerable severity, in some it must en­ 
danger life, or endanger health and reason, 
in others simple “ cruelty," of any form or 
kind. In some the relief for cruelty is 
given only to the wife, in others to either 
party. *The time of necessary desertion 
varies all the way from three to fifteen 
years; in some States sentence to penal 
servitude is cause, in others mere indict­ 
ment for an infamous crime is sufficient, 
though the party is never arrested or tried 
or convicted. In some States an act of 
adultery is cause ; in others the party must 
have lived in adultery with his mistress. In 
some States it is sufficient cause if the wife 
is adulterous with any man, but it is not 
cause if the husband is guilty of adultery 
with an unmarried woman; in other States 
the rule that any adultery is cause applies 
to both parties. In some States this crime 
may be established by implication, in 
others the testimony must be direct. The 
degrees of drunkenness that justify divorce 
are as varied as there are States. In some 
jurisdictions no decrees granted in another 
State for causes not sufficient in the first 
jurisdiction, are recognized, and thus one 
may lie married here, and a bigamist there; 
have a lawful wife here and another in a 
neighboring State. In some States any 
cause is sufficient that in the opinion of a 
Court makes it discreet and proper that the 
divorce should lie granted, or when it is 
shown that the parties “ can no longer live 
together.” In at least one jurisdiction, it 
is shown, no previous residence whatever 
is required, and hence one can procure a 
divorce without ever having stepped within 
the territory. So, too, it is possible, under 
our divorce systems for one to procure a 
decree without any knowledge of the pro­ 
ceedings reaching the other party to the 
marriage relation. If the people were 
fully informed, as they can be, of the sim­ 
ple statistics of crime, scandal, wrong, 
misery, outrage, bigamy and legalized polyg­ 
amy under the laws as they stand, we be­ 
lieve they would become practically unani­ 
mous in their demand Cor a uniform or 
national marriage and divorce law ; and 
some day such a law will be agreed to. 


tal, the conditions and residís are very 
different. 
There is manifest in ali legislative bodies 
altogether too much of the disposition to 
serve party at the expense of the institu­ 
tions of the land. Loyalty to the Ameri­ 
can idea ought to stimulate lovers of free 
institutions to labor for the elimination of 
the disposition. There is something bet­ 
ter far than party—free government; some 
thing infinitely superior to partisan ad­ 
vantage—respect for the law of the land. 


PARTISANSHIP AND THE LAW. 
The first duty of the citizen to the State 
in a Republic is to obey the laws. The 
obligation to recognize the decrees of civil 
government cannot be evaded without con­ 
sequent evil results. There are two posi­ 
tions the citizen may occupy: one in 
which be is obedient to the law as the sub­ 
ject of a system of government he has 
himself created, and one in which he is 
the administrator of the government, as 
well as the subject of it. In this latter 
and dual capacity, the legislator and of­ 
ficial act. The obligation upon them to 
obey the law is legally no greater than 
upon any other citizens, but in the dis­ 
charge of the functions of the offices of 
representative or administrator, there is 
moral incumbency upon them to set a good 
example in the matter of respecting the 
laws they make or administer. These are 
truisms, and there is no denial of them 
possible. It is, therefore, not only with 
regret, but with alarm, that the “ subject ”- 
citizen—so to speak—observes on the part 
of the “ legislator’’-citizen a disposition 
to avoid and defeat the law. Clearly such 
manifestations have been witnessed al­ 
ready in the present Legislature; in one 
of the bodies notably, and in the joint 
convention. These attempts to evade the 
law, and in one ease successfully so, are 
justified only by the partisan advantage 
gained. Of course such justification is in 
itself revolutionary in character. Yet, in 
his individual capacity, there is no one of 
the members who would not resent the 
charge that lie is not a law-abiding and 
respecting citizen, and would probably be 
justified in bis indignation. But this only 
serves to illustrate how easily political 
partisanship enables a man to excuse his 
political to his moral self. 
When 
the dominant party in the Senate attempts 
to rise superior to the Constitution and the 
laws, and invade the prerogative of an of­ 
ficer of the people, it says to all citizens it 
is a right thing to do, to override the law 
to serve the party. When a portion of 
the joint convention attempted to dictate 
to a constitutional officer that he must 
do thus and so, and to direct him to 
disregard a plain provision of the organic 
act—and a safe and wise one, not to be 
broken down without endangering the 
rights of men—it practically said to the 
people, “ partisanship need not respect 
the law.” All such acts and attempts are 
demoralizing; they are the natural result 
of bad politics; their effect is to lessen 
respect for legislation, and to encourage 
the spirit of disrespect for the law. The 
very best test of the truth of these conclu­ 
sions is to advance the hypothesis that the 
returns from San Francisco were missing 
when the Speaker began to canvass the 
vote for Governor. In that case no one of 
the gentlemen who held that the Sjieakcr 
might proceed to “ publish” the result 
upon the returns he had received, would 
have been found on that side of the ques­ 
tion. Or suppose the majority of that 
Convention to have been Republican, does 
any suppose for an instant that Demo­ 
crats would have advocated the doctrine 
that the Convention could vote upon, de­ 
clare and publish, or compel the Speaker 
to publish such result ss the body desired, 
when the Constitution clearly vests the 
power and right to canvass and publish in 
the Speaker alone? The other day in the 
Senate the presiding officer held that 
under the law certain appointments of 
subordinate officers or employes of the 
body, were properly to lie made by the 
President of the Senate—that the 
right to do so is his by law.

decision was overruled bv a 
strict 
partisan vote. It is no* 
even 
supposable that luid the partisan com­ 
plexion of the President-elect corre­ 
sponded to that of the majority, the 
same result would have followed on the 
appeal from the deeisbxt of the Chair.

WHISKY AND CRIME. 
Now that the Gardiner-Guindon mur­ 
der case is about to go to the jury, there is 
no impropriety in commenting upon the 
line of defense taken by the defendant's 
counsel. It amounts to this: Gardiner, 
by a complication of nervous disorders, 
aggravated by undue indulgence in alco­ 
holic and other stimulants, was incapable 
of entertaining that premeditation and 
malice which Is the essence of the crime of 
murder; he was, therefore, guilty, at the 
worst, of manslaughter only. Lay judgment 
based upon the testimony as reported in 
the newspapers, does not justify this con­ 
clusion. Gardiner, who was sane enough 
an hour or two before the killing to play 
games at cards, and to conduct himself 
peacefully in the presence of men, in the 
heat of stimulation of a violent temper 
quarrels with his wife, and vents his rage 
‘ in the presence of women upon an inno­ 
cent victim, who, unfortunately, at just 
that moment came in his way. It is 
barely possible that the man was 
temporarily crazed, but if so, one 
of the immediate causes of the alleged 
“ unconscious cerebration ” was whisky. 
The result of his indulgence in stimulants 
was the killing of a human being, and that 
is the long and short of the matter. This 
shielding of crime by the plea of incapac­ 
ity to intend wrong, due to indulgence in 
stimulants, is becoming altogether too com­ 
mon. The law contemplates that intoxi­ 
cation shall constitute no defense, but in 
seven cases out of every- ten instances of 
this kind, the ingenuity of counsel has cre­ 
ated doubt sufficient in the minds of jurors, 
to save the offender from his just deserts. 
It remains that Gardiner, who was sane 
enough for all ordinary purposes just be­ 
fore the killing, and lias been ever since, 
did slay young Guindon. The strongest 
point in his defense is that he had no cause 
for any grievance against the young man— 
but then, intoxication always urges men to 
causeless acts. It is altogether probable 
that Gardiner will escape punishment for 
murder, but the judgment of the people 
will not be changed by that result. They 
will continue to believe, and rightfully, 
that the law permits too easy escape from 
the consequences of crime, by reason of the 
convenient aid of its chief all}', strong 
drink. 
Now if this is true, and it is demon­ 
strable that it is verity, how long must we 
wait for public sentiment to be so quick­ 
ened to action as to put upon the statute 
books the proper laws to meet the com­ 
mission of crime under intoxication ? Not 
long, let us hope. Our civilization is up 
to the level of the remedy; all that is 
needed is the arousing of public judgment 
to public execution. When that comes 
about there will result laws which 
awakened a"d outraged public sentiment 
will make effective; first, to completely 
prevent the plea of intoxication, waot o* 
malice or premeditation because of alco­ 
holic-befogged reason; a law so clear and 
unambiguous, that by no cunning of the 
advocate, or merciful interposition of the 
Court, can the defendant enter the plea ; 
secondly, a law that shall go even beyond 
that, and make crime committed when 
the reason is dethroned by voluntary 
intoxication, or by addiction to alcoholic 
stimulants to the degree of benumbing 
moral sensibility, more heinous than crime 
committed in anger, for gain, or by mere 
negligence. That is to say, the inevitable 
tendency of social growth must eventually 
bring us up to the enactment of laws that 
will make punishment for crime committed 
by the intoxicated more certain and severe 
than in other cases. Cowards, as every 
one knows, frequently drink intoxicants 
for the very purpose of giving them cour­ 
age to commit crime, and when brought to 
the bar of justice plead their physical and 
mental condition as an excuse. In vulgar 
parlance, the saying is that these classes 
“ whisky up” in order to secure the neces­ 
sary “ nerve,” and the form of the ex­ 
pression is so forcible as to justify its use 
here. So we say the law of the future will 
l>e, as the law of the present should be, let 
him who “ puts the enemy into his mouth 
that steals away his brains,” take the 
consequences. 


COMMUNITY OF INTEREST. 
The Los Angeles Express thus speaks: 
“We have never denied that orange trees 
can be raised in Northern California, or 
that they make very handsome ornaments. 
Rut as a business, wc do not believe any 
sensible man would engage in orange cult­ 
ure there. We can raise bananas, or 
almost any other tropical fruit in Los An­ 
geles, but we cannot make it pay. North­ 
ern California is all right, and can pro­ 
duce a great variety of products profitably, 
but in our opinion citrus fruits are not 
among them.” So far, then, as the Express 
is concerned, it is a mere matter of its be­ 
lief, without any stated basis for it. The 
evidence of fact is sufficient to undo all its 
theorizing. The commercial testimony 
that Northern California does, even in the 
infancy of the culture, ship citrus fruits to 
market, and at a profit, effectually disposes 
of the last temaining defense the Express 
has to ofler for the course it has pursued 
antagonistic to this section of the State. 
We have reason now to expect at its hands 
fairer treatment than in the past. In this 
connection, it is simple justice to state the 
fact that the great majority of our South­ 
ern California contemporaries now treat 
tin: capacity of Northern California for 
citrus-lruit culture with fairness and with­ 
out the color of prejudice. The people 
realize, and the press reflects the public 
sentiment, that whatever advances any 
one section of tlie State contributes to the 
welfare of the entire commonwealth ;*that 
onr hopes and labors should be. as are onr 
interests, mutual, and move upon a com­ 
mon plane of harmony, to the attainment 
of general prosperity.

CITRUS FAIR AMOStt BLIZZARD 
An 


V e ry frequently it has been charged— 
and even by friends of America—that we 
have no literature, no home standard nor 
school of literary excellence. This 
hypercriticism has been responded to by 
C. F. Richardson in a recent volume, in 
which he maintains that America has a 
literature as distinct as that of England, 
Germany or France. It was hardly neces­ 
sary for Mr. Richardson to make the de- 
feuse. American literature is its own best 
answer to the assault. It is not to he suc­ 
cessfully denied that Hawthorne, Longfel­ 
low, Bryant, Irving, Emerson, Holmes, Hol­ 
land, Whittier, Bancroft and others have 
given us standards, laid the foundations, 
and erected symmetrical structures of 
American literature, recognizable as “dis­ 
tinct.” This is undeniable by literary 
scholars who have not been led into under­ 
estimates by .the nearness of these great 
lights of American literature. An archi­ 
tectural pile of noble projsirtions loses 
much by close view—it mast be seen from 
a distance to experience the development 
of its grandeur and beauty. 
As with hu­ 
man character, so with the literary prod­ 
ucts of America’s great authors and poets, 
they must lie looked back upon along the 
avenues of many years, for the full realiza­ 
tion of their symmetrical proportions. In 
the present, the critics may not be able to 
satisfy themselves so as to accurately 
classify and place American literature, but 
in the future of criticism no such difficulty 
will be experienced. 


T h e San Francisco Examiner, which sel­ 
dom thinks above the party level, says of 
the ruling that the canvass of the vote for 
Governor could not proceed because of the 
absence of some of the returns: “ If this 
be a correct interpretation of the law, the 
failure of a County Clerk to perform his 
duty can postpone the inauguration of the 
Governor indefinitely.”

Indeed, the Legislature it­ 
self probably would be justified in issuing 
its mandate to the Clerk, compelling him 
to transmit to the chief officer of one of 
its houses the returns required by the 
Constitution. 
AVk print this morning the text of the 
report of the Railroad Commissioners pre­ 
sented to the Governor on Monday hist. 
It will he found to lie a v*y incisive 
article, dealing with railroad questions 
with a vigor and outspoken boldness not 
often found in official reports. It is not 
possible to give the document, in the space 
editorially at disposal, that critical exam­ 
ination its vigor and logic deserve. 
It 
should receive careful reading by the 
thoughtful, for it will be found to be a 
very positive statement and exposition of 
the views of the Commission concerning 
the influences that bear upon its work, the 
theory ami practice of the scheme of the 
body, and a trenchant reply to the radical 
elements its course has antagonized. 
By habit, some of oar contemporaries 
began to criticise the Legislature, be- 
before any legislation has T»een attempted, 
basing their adverse criticisms upon the 
want of faith in the ability of the houses 
to be of much benefit to tiie State. 
We 
submit that this “forehandedness” in judg­ 
ment is unbecoming the justice which the 
press boasts it uniformly conserves. 
It 
is early time enough to judge the Legisla­ 
ture harshly when it shall have deserved 
it. Meanwhile it is the duty of good citi­ 
zenship to aid rather than discourage the 
representative body of the people. 


T he B ulgarian T hrone. 
Toward the close of the year 1885 Serv a 
and Bulgaria were at war, with a result 
ultimately in favor of Prince Alexander, 
whose prowess in arms was a surprise to 
the world, as it was evidence of unques­ 
tioned ability to command. In December 
the war closed. Alexander’s rule was 
strong, beneficent, and generally agreeable 
to the oeople. But the independence of 
the Prince excited the fears of Russia. Dis­ 
cord was fomented, a revolutionary party 
formed, and Alexander forced to abdicate 
in August. A provisional government was 
set tip, speedily overthrown, and Alexander 
returned and recrowned by the officers of 
the army. Obedient to the Czar's wish and 
threat, he however soon abdicated and a 
second provisional government was estab­ 
lished. The representative body called 
Waldemar, son of the King of Denmark, to 
the throne, the Czar objecting, but it is not 
believed with sincerity—and naming in­ 
stead the Prince of Mingrelia, an officer in 
his own guards, and altogether an insig­ 
nificant person. At this writing the mat­ 
ter remains unsettled, with the Powers un­ 
decided what course shall be taken. But 
advices from private correspondence are 
that the seeming objection to and declina­ 
tion of Waldemar are insincere, and that 
the Czar really means that this latter 
Prince shall ultimately occupy the Balga 
rian throne. The recent attempted alliance 
between Russia and Turkey, the consum­ 
mation of which is prevented by the 
rumored interposition of England, will 
probably hasten the settlement of the ques­ 
tion who shall role in Bulgaria. 
F rance in 1886. 
In France Grevy was re elected to the 
Presidency of Ibe Republic, the Busson 
Ministry fell, De Freycinet formed a new 
Cabinet, near the close of the year retired 
under a practical vote of censure, that was 
as ill-advised as it was unjust. After one 
rejection the French Deputies finally voted 
tin March) the expulsion of the French 
Princes. The Senate followed with a like 
vote in June and the decree of banishment 
went into effect. France thereby drew 
upon herself the adverse criticism of nearly 
all other peoples ; the policy being in the 
United States deemed especially short­ 
sighted and a confession of weakness on 
the part of the Republic. Tbe Princes 
obeyed the decree, and under protest re­ 
tired, amid considerable popular demon­ 
strations of attachment, and for the re­ 
mainder of tbe year very iittie was heard 
of them. The elections for the General 
Councils in August resulted in Republican 
successes in 817 out of SS!) districts. To­ 
ward the close of the year the Cabinet was 
disrupted, and Goblet was called to rehabil­ 
itate it. During 1886 France steadily con­ 
tinued in the policy of strengthening the 
military arm, and at the close of the year 
had so proceeded in that direction as to 
justify the fears of Germany that the 
scheme to recapture Alsace and Lorraine 
was again on foot. 


S pats, in December, 1.8S5, came under 
the rale of Princess Mercedes, thiougbtbe 
regency of her mother. Christina. Iu 
July, Í88G, Spain declared it would never 
give autonomy to Cuba, ¿shortly after she 
announced her intention of freeing the re­ 
maining 26.000 slaves in Cuba, so soon as it 
could be effected without danger to tbe 
State. The elections of l*6tj resulted 
in returning a strong Ministerial majority 
to the Senate.

R ecobd-U nion : At last, after great 
effort and after meeting all manner of dis­ 
couragements, the Citrus Fair of Northern 
and Central California has been opened in 
Chicago, and a very fine exhibit it is, and 
one that is creditable to the great district it 
represents, as well as being encouraging to 
the managers. It is one that cannot fail to 
meet the approbation of the Sacramento 
Association, and I can only wish that the 
citizens of Sacramento, as well as those of 
other parts of the “semi-tropic north,” 
as friend Honn puts it, could drop in at 
the hall. No. 07 Washington street, to­ 
night, and see it iu all i's beauty. 
Our California friends can have no idea 
what a beautiful prospect is presented at 
this fair, because to appreciate it fully, one 
must needs walk a mile or so through the 
snow-covered streets and keen, biting win­ 
ter air of Chicago and then enter this semi­ 
tropic little paradise. A person can thus 
get a proper conception of the difference in 
climate, and I assure you it is greatly iu 
favor of onr own country. 
We opened the fair in good shape, 
exhibits all in place and the ball neatly 
decorated and ablaze with gas and electric 
lights, last night. The evening was very 
stormy, and besides it was New Year's 
eve and of course we did not expect 
many visitors. 
However, 
we had 
quite a satisfactory attendance, and, 
best of all, every one seemed well 
pleased and much gratified. The mana­ 
gers do not design the fair to be a money­ 
making scheme I although they have an 
eye to proper economy and will endeavor 
to get a portion of the expenses from door 
receipts), but they desire that everyone, 
especially men of means and influence, 
shall have a chance to see tbe exhibit, and 
to this end, a great many complimentary 
tickets will be issued among fruit men, 
railroad managers, etc. We are bound 
that in some way the merits of our part of 
the State shall become known to the peo­ 
ple of this metropolis. 
On the arrival of our fruit here we found 
that some of it was chilled by frost, but by 
carefully regulating the temperature of tbe 
hall we have managed to thaw it out gradu­ 
ally, and the result is, the fruit looks just 
as well as it did in Sacramento, with few 
exceptions. We find grapes, pomegranates 
and olives all in good condition. 
Perhaps a word or two in regard to the 
location of the various county displays may 
be in order. Asyou enter the hail the first 
view that strikes the eye is the Placer 
county display, which has been very finely 
arranged by j. J. Morrison, Director from 
that county. It extends for say sixty feet 
down the’ hall and attracts very great at­ 
tention. Mr. Morrison is constantly in at­ 
tendance, and Placer county may well be 
proud of her stalwart representative, and 
may be sure that her interests are not neg­ 
lected. 
No less attentive and painstaking is the 
manager of Yolo county's exhibit, 11. B. 
Blowers. This display comes next to 
Placer, and includes some very fine speci­ 
mens of the various products of that county. 
Mr. Blowers also has charge of the dried 
fruit and raisin department, which ndjoins 
Yolo's display, and includes all exhibits of 
that class. It is a very striking exhibit, 
and will add to the value of the permanent 
exhibit of the Southern Pacific Company 
in this city at the close of our fair. 
Following Yolo we have a grand showing 
from Yuba and Butte counties, which, 
being contiguous, are under the special 
charge of Mr. Scudder, the representative 
from Butte county. These counties display 
the emire amount shown in Sacramenta, 
and makes in itself a tine exhibit, some of 
tbe fruit being especially fine. 
Adjoining Butte, Shasta county sliow3 
up in good shape, and I). N. Honn! of Red­ 
ding, is constantly holding forth on the 
glorious climate and boundless resources of 
grand old Sbasta. 
Then follows smaller exhibits from Te­ 
hama, Colusa, Calaveras, El Dorado, So­ 
lano, Nevada and other counties, and 
finally getting back, as the surveyor says, 
“ to the place of beginning," we find Sac­ 
ramento, with a display second to none, 
and one that does all credit to the central 
county of the group. 
H. M. Van Armen, representative ot the 
Southern Pacific Company, has taken much 
interest in the fair, and has a stand from 
which literature pertaining to Central and 
Northern California is distributed. 
The writer with others of the committee 
called on Mayor Harrison yesterday, witli 
a letter of introduction signed by Governor 
Stoneman, Secretary of State Thompson, 
Mayor Brown, President of the Board of 
Trade Steffens, ami President of the Immi­ 
gration Society A. S. Hopkins.

Colil VTave E xperiences—T he C itrus F air 
—Im m igration and Tobogganing. 
Chicago, December 31,1886. 
E ds. R ecokd-Uhion : I write you from 
the laDd where the blizzard bloweth and 
the cold wave waveth. The Signal Service 
man about every six days, predicts a cold 
wave; then, if it don’t come, he waits two 
days, and again makes the same prediction, 
for he knows by sad experience that he is 
bound to hit it surely the second time. 
Even ordinary winter weather here would 
send all your people shivering to their 
homes ; but, great Scott! when a cold wave 
comes, then it is simply appalling. And 
yet the people here seem to love it; or, 
rather, they endure it, and call it a healthy 
climate. 1 happened to meet a gentleman 
a few days since employed as Superintend­ 
ent of Rose Hill Ceme;ery, the last resting 
place of the aristocratic dead of Chicago, 
who informed me that a little more than 
16 (W0 bodies were buried in the cemeteries 
of this city annually, from which I infer 
it is a heal'-hv place to emigrate from. 
These cold waves I mention seem to take 
a ground swell, as it were, when they reach 
Chicago, and it always gets the benefit of 
the surge. 
A snow-storm set in early this morning, 
and the snow has been falling all day until 
now, 10 o’clock r. m., the sky is becoming 
visible, and one of the cold waves predicted 
is just reaching us. At times during the 
day the snow-storm alfhost reached the 
proportions of a blizzard. The snow, under 
tlie feet of pedestrians, gives out a peculiar 
gritty sound as it is tread upon. The car- 
wheels of the street cars ring as they roll 
over the frosty rails, and the poor, miser­ 
able. wretched passengers huddle closely 
together to keep themselves from freezing 
in tbe beatiess cars. I havea patent beater 
in my room, but a cold wave comes in 
from .1 as often as any warmth. 
THE crTRL'S FAIR 
Opened this evening ; a bad night for it, as 
so many people are socially engaged, keep­ 
ing the end of the old year, and watching 
for the new, that few people were in attend­ 
ance. Considering the tact that the cars 
laden with the fruit exhibit arrived daring 
tbe prevalence of a “ cold wave,” it is re­ 
markable that tue fruit is in any condition 
at all to exhibit; bnt owing to the inde­ 
fatigable energy of Messrs. Gregory, l’iatt, 
Morrison and the other gentlemen in 
charge, it makes a creditable exhibit. It 
requires much talk to convince people that 
this beautiful fruit is the product of North­ 
ern California, so extremely difficult is it 
to eradicate first impressions, as people 
have universally the idea that only at Los 
Angeles can oranges be growD. 1 explain 
the matter in my feeble way, and am re­ 
joiced to find that I am understood occa­ 
sionally. 
All the gentlemen who are here from 
California are fully competent to explain, 
and I think did the same as I did—explain­ 
ing to the people that everything exhibite 1 
came from Central and Northern Califor­ 
nia. I believe the fair will be a success, 
uml will well repay all concerned in the 
matter tor the expense attending it. 
IMMIGRATION. 
The tide of immigration is setting to­ 
wards the valley of tne Sacramento, as in 
the golden days when thousands were 
lured thither by the precious metal. 
Other thousands are an.l will be 
lured there by the golden fruits ex­ 
hibited here, which prove the mildness of 
our Climate and the certainty of f nccess. I 
am in receipt of letters from all parts of 
the country daily, inquiring about our 
State, and of the class that is most inter­ 
ested— those having brain, muscle and 
juortey—handreds are going OPt daily. AH 


the railroads have their capacity taxed to 
the utmost to carry them. Excursions ate 
made up by nearly every railroad twice 
each month, and not less’than 25,(XX) peo­ 
ple will go to California this winter. 
TOBOGGANING. 
Before I close I must tell you of a new 
craze which has become epidemic through­ 
out the Northwest, and counts its devotees 
and victims by thousands. It is toboggan­ 
ing, or sliding down hill—coasting as prac­ 
ticed among the hills of the New England 
States ever since the settlement of North 
America. There are no hills here. Chicago 
is built on a prairie as level as the San 
Joaquin valley, and the slides are artificial. 
One on the West Side is 700 feet long, and 
has a schute about 100 feet high, rising 
at an angle of 45 degrees. This is covered 
with ice, and is made in grooves about three 
feet wide; on either side is a guard of ice 
about ten inches higb, to keep the toboggan 
in place. The toboggan is a llat-bottomed 
hand sled, about four feet long and two 
feet wide, and is calculated to carry four 
peop’e. The parties are made up of ladies 
and gentlemen, or boys and girls, as they 
call themselves, no matter what age. They 
go to the top of the slide, where a man 
arranges the party on the toboggan. A 
lady sits in front with her feet 
tucked 
close 
against 
the 
front 
guard, then a gentleman sits behind 
astride with his feet tucked up around her; 
then another lady and then a gentleman 
whose duty it is to guide the toboggan. 
They are then started down with a rush 
like a locomotive engine at full speed, and 
in les3 time than it takes to tell about it, 
are at the bottom. If nothing happens 
they get down safely, and then one of the 
number carriers the toboggan up, and the 
others follow to the top again, and repeat 
the exhilarating performance. 1 know a 
man who weighs 220 who tried it. He 
only made one trip, and, although there 
was a pretty woman in front to hold to, he 
didn’t want to try it again. The strain on 
his muscles was too great and the pace too 
rapid. I know this is true, for that man 
was myself.

They M eet to Urge the P assage ot the 
“ B ogus W ine B ill.” 
[Ban Francisco Post. January 6th.] 
The regular quarterly session of the 
Grape Growers’ and Winemakers’ Associa­ 
tion was held yesterday at the rooms of the 
State Yiticultiiral Commission, The Di­ 
rectors met at ten o’clock and by resolution 
decided to call a general meeting of the 
winemakers of this State, beginning March 
1st and to continue four days. A com­ 
mittee was appointed to make the neces­ 
sary arrangements. On motion oí M. M. 
Estee the following resolution was adopted: 
Resolved, That we do respectfully request the 
Legislature of the State of California to provide 
by law foi the making of ehattle mortgages 
upon wine and brandy and the cooperage in 
which it is contained. 
The resolution was subsequently in­ 
dorsed by the Association. 
Immediately after the Directors ad­ 
journed, the Association was called to 
order by the President, H. W. McIntyre. 
Norman J. Coleman, National Commis­ 
sioner, was invited to attend the conven­ 
tion of the winemakers next March. A 
communication was received from Captain 
Ch. de Ste. Hul*rt, the Fresno vineyardist, 
asking a name for a new brand of wine re­ 
cently made in that district. The must is 
obtained from Fehr Szwego grapes, and is 
fermented in three days to nine per cent, 
sugar. One-eighth of Carignan, fermented 
to zero, is added, together with twelve per 
cent, spirit and the cask closed. The wine 
is said to be very fine. A sample was sent 
by Captain Ste. Hubert, but it was spilled 
in transit. 
The greater part of the morning session 
was taken up by warm discussion over a 
proposition to raise money to secure the 
passage of the bogus wine bill now pend­ 
ing before Congress. Professor Hilgard 
began the debate by suggesting that an as­ 
sessment be levied upon the owners of all 
vineyards, according to the acreage of bear­ 
ing vines or by the ton of grapes produced. 
John A. Doyle followed in a long speech, 
in which he demanded that the law be so 
made as to define what constitutes pure 
wine, and to tax all others. He supported 
his position in u half-hour address, closing 
with the recommendation that the Legisla­ 
ture grant an appropriaiion to make a com­ 
plete directory of the vineyards of the en­ 
tire State. His ideas as to what should 
constitute “ wine ” were warmly indorsed 
by Arpad Harasztby. 
lie said: “ California must insist that 
wines shall be defined as the fermented 
juice of the grape, and nothing else. If 
they are fortified, grape spirit only must 
be used—not potato spirit or any other 
kind of alcohol. That is what we 
must have. There is a feeling in 
the East that cane sugar may be safely 
added to the wine while fermentimr, and 
we may humor the Eastern people that 
muchj; bnt I would rather see all our meas­ 
ures fail than to have any other than grape 
spirit used as wine fortifiers without paying 
the revenue.” 
M. M. Estee made a few remarks about 
tbe bills before Congress, saying : “ It seems 
to me that it is all very well for us to get 
some kind of legislation at Washington, 
but we ought to begin at home. I remember 
very well at the lime of the death of Gen. 
Miller several Congressmen spoke of our 
having no protection from spurious wines, 
even in this wine State. This spurious 
wine bill before Congress is very complica­ 
ted, and I would much prefer to have our 
own Legislature settle upon just what we 
want, and then present our law to Con- 
gie s for approval.” 
A hot debate on the bill ensned, Mr. 
Doyle declaring that tbe spurious wine bill 
would be utterly worthless if passed, and 
asserting that the man who wrote the defi­ 
nition of pure wine is a consummate ass or 
else a knave. Finally the subject was 
dropped without any definite action being 
taken. 
A motion was carried appointing Messrs. 
McIntyre, Doyle, Rixford, J. Kohler and 
Shillaber a committee to draft a spurious 
wine bill suitable to the California growers 
and present it to the Legislature for pas- 
tage.The afternoon session was occupied by 
Professor Hilgard in explaining the differ­ 
ence in wines made from the same must 
by different processes of fermentation. 
E nglish Politics in 1886. 
Toward the close of January tbe Irish 
question was brought anew to the front in 
England, on an amendment to the Queen’s 
address regretting that she iiad outlined no 
measures of relief. Under Gladstone’s ad­ 
mirable leadership the an.endmnt was 
adopted and the Salisbury Ministry at once 
.resigned, and Mr. Gladstone succeeded it 
with a mixed Cabinet. A labor riot in 
February followed in London on the heels 
of this political revolution, ami the city wa3 
for some hours in the hands of a red-flag 
mob. More serious troubles that were ex­ 
pected tlid not, however, follow, and the 
spirit of unrest appears to have been qui­ 
escent for tbe remainder of the year; but 
that it is still alive in tbe great metropolis 
admits of no doubt, nor that it constitutes 
a serious menace to social oreler. Lebou- 
chere’s resolution protesting against a he­ 
reditary chamber of legislation was voted 
down by the Commons in March. 
In April the Gladstone bill for the better­ 
ment of government in Ireland and for the 
Irish Parliament, widi local powers only, 
aud non-military, foreign or colonial or 
crown legislative powers, was given to 
public criticism. He later introduced an 
Irish land-purchase bill. Upon the policy 
ot these measures his scheme for tiie gov­ 
ernment was put to the test in Parliament, 
was rejected in June, and Mr. Gladstone 
went before the country on a Parliamentary 
election and suffered a defeat, by over 100 
majority of united Conservatives and 
Unionists against him in the Commons, 
and in July he resigned and Lord Salisbury 
was called to be Prime Minister and formed 
a Cabinet. At this writing the Tory party 
is rent asunder by the resignation of Lord 
Churchill from the Cabinet because of his 
disagreement with his colleagues as to co­ 
ercive measures for Ireland, their timid 
foreign policy, and the enlarged system for 
county government. His expected alliance 
with Mr. Chambeilain has given new hope 
to the Gladstonians. and inspirited the 
Home-Rule party. Affairs in Ireland have 
been troublous. The coercive policy has 
been enforced only at tbe sacrifice of order. 
The homo-rule sentiment has augmented, 
and its adherents iu England have greatly 
increased. 
Hostilities between Burmab and Great 
Britain began, owing to the refusal of the 
former to accord to the latter control of 
the Burmese foreign policy. As a result, 
Mandalay was seized by the British, and 
the last remnant of sovereignty in the Bur­ 
mese Government practically obliterated, 
Theebaw, the King, being shipped off to 
Calcutta. 
Contrary to the expectations of many, the 
President has sent to the SeDafe the name 
of Judge Thomas Manning, of Louisiana, 
to be Minister to Mexico. It is alleged that 
the President was compelled to make this I 
appointment much after the manner in' j 
which he is said to have been persuaded to I 
reinat3te District Attorney Benton, of Mis- j 
soqri.

Fred. A. Campbell’» C r 'm e — Affecting 
Scene in Court. 
Yesterday m orning officer Farren re­ 
turned from W innemucca, bringing back 
w ith him Fred. A. Campbell, for whom he 
w ent w ith a w arrant 
charging 
grand 
larceny, in appropriating to him self $211 
belonging to J. H . Mendel, proprietor of a 
saloon on K street, who had hired Camp­ 
bell to tend bar for him temporarily. 
Campbell m ade the officer no trouble re­ 
turning. and, on being taken into the 
Police Court, a few hours after his arrival, 
waived exam ination, as far as practicable 
under the law. and was held to answer be­ 
fore the Superior Court. 
His statem ent is 
that on the night he took the money he 
had been drinking hard, and did not know 
what he was doing. 
After pocketing the 
money he asked another man to take 
charge of the saloon for awhile, and went 
over to the depot. Sometime liter he found 
him self beneath some trees between the 
depot and shops, where he liail_ been sleep­ 
ing for two or tbree hours. W hile he was 
trying to straighten m atters out mentally, 
and was in doubt as to what he should do, 
he noticed that a construction train was be­ 
ing made up in the yard. Getting upon it 
he rode to Roseville, and afterwards went 
on by another train to Truckee. From that 
place he concluded to go to Salt Lake, and 
had got as far as W innemucca all right 
when a Constable armed with Chief Hill­ 
m an's dispatch stopped him . lie had then 
$143 of the stolen money left. 
H aving m ade up his m ind that it was 
useless to struggle against the evidence of 
his guilt possessed by the authorities, he 
desired to get through with the m atter as 
quickly as possible, and accordingly re­ 
quested to be taken at once before the Su­ 
perior Court. The case come up at 1 r. m. 
before Judge Van Fleet. After a plea of 
guilty had been entered to the charge of 
grand larceny presented by District Attor­ 
ney Bruner, officer Farren testified to the 
fact of the larceny, narrated the prisoner’s 
statem ent, and informed the Court that he 
had known the defendant 
for several 
m onths prior to the commission of the 
crime, and he was a hard-w orking m an of 
good behavior. Ju st as the prisoner had 
arisen to receive sentence a young woman 
of modest demeanor entered the Court­ 
room, and wecpingly inquired if he could 
not give bail. 
It proved tobe his wife, to 
whom he had been married but about three 
m onths, and who had not seen him before 
since the day on which, bis conscience 
deadened by inebriety, he had robbed his 
employer. 
As he turned and saw her 
the tears came into his eyes, and he threw 
him self into a chair weeping bitterly. 
W hen, after the lapse of a few m inutes, he 
had become more composed, and had an­ 
swered the questions of the Judge, includ­ 
ing a statem ent that he had intended send­ 
ing for his wife to join him if he had not 
been caught, the Court stated that, taking 
the circumstances into consideration, and 
giving credence to some extent to the pris­ 
oner's statement, he would impose a light 
sentence, and ordered that he be confined 
two years in the State Prison at Folsom. 


THE LEWIS HOMICIDE. 


Tlie "Firemen’s Relief Fund.” 
The Statutes of 1885, chapter 15, provide 
for the collection of a yearly tax of one per 
cent, on the prem ium s received by foreign 
fire insurance companies doing business in 
this State, the money to be paid to the 
Treasurer of every county, or city and 
county, in the State. 
This tax is designed 
to constitute a tund, to be known as the 
‘ firem an’s relief fund,” of the county, or 
city and county, in which the property in­ 
sured. or agreed to be insured, is situated. 
The fund is to be under the control of the 
Fire Commissioners, nnd the Act provides 
in detail for the m anner in which it shall 
be managed and disabled firemen benefited. 
The Act doubtless was especially intended 
for the benefit of the San Francisco Fire 
Department, but has a general application, 
and, as the Sacramento departm ent has a 
sm all sum as a nucleus in its charitable 
fund, received m ainly from property-owners 
who made gifts in recognition of the good 
work done by the firemen, it would be a 
good thing to see how m uch the enforce­ 
m ent of this law would aid the Sacrameuto 
fire laddies. The foreign insurance compa­ 
nies do not appear to have complied with 
the statute by making payments to the Sac­ 
ram ento County or City Treasurers, not­ 
w ithstanding the fact that the Insurance 
Commissioner is authorized and directed to 
impose a penalty of $1,060 for each failure 
to com ply: and no effort has been made to 
collect. 
Yesterday, however, I. Josephs 
and D. E. Alexander brought the m atter to 
the attention of the Supervisors by making 
an offer to collect the am ounts due, bring­ 
ing suit, if necessary, at their own cost, and 
charging as their rem uneratioiw inc-half of 
the am ount collected. 
The Supervisors 
deemed it better to see if the District A t­ 
torney could not secure the money, and 
subm itted the m atter to that official, who 
will inquire into it and report at the next 
meeting of the Board, which will be early 
in February. 


A r r e s te d o n S u s p ic io n . 
Y esterday m orning the police were in­ 
formed by Abe Streeter that he had seen 
two or three young men “ steering” an 
inebriated individual from Fifth and K 
streets down toward the lum ber yards, and 
believed they intended to rob him . Officers 
Agner, Rider and Yager, after getting a 
description of the parties, went in pursuit, 
and found that the drunk had been taken 
to the lum ber yard near the foot of Q 
street, and laid down between the "rail road 
track and the river, in such a place that if 
he was a rough sleeper he would roll into 
the stream. One of his pockets at least 
had been prospected and turned inside out. 
The officers arrested Jam es Conners and 
Jam es Ryan, young men of 13 or 20 years, 
who are newcomers to the city, on suspi­ 
cion of larceny, tbey being thepeisons who 
escorted the man to where he was found. 
This they did not deny, but stated tbat 
when they m et him he was anxious to find 
a place where he could sleep, and they 
took him to where he would have a free 
bed and not disturb anybody, with water 
near by in case he should feel thirsty when 
he woke up. The officers found the sleeper 
so thoroughly stupified that he could not 
be aroused, and he was taken to the lock­ 
up in a wagon, to be used as a witness 
against the prisoners in ease they were 
brought into Court. One of them had 5 
cents and the other $1 45, while the ineb­ 
riate at first seemed to he penniless, but a 
$10 piece was finally found by tbe officer 
searching him in the bottom of a very 
deep pocket, where, if an effort had been 
made to rob him , it had been overlooked. 


F ishing with a ‘‘Bor.'1—A correspond­ 
ent, referring to an item in the last issue of 
the R ecord U nion relative to catfishingin 
the Sacramento, sends the following note. 
“ Bobbing,” it may be suggested, however, 
would not be very successful in the Sacra­

“ Hooks are not necessary in fishing for 
catfish—called ‘horned 
po u ts’ in New 
England. The writer, when a boy, fished 
for eels with a ‘ bo b ’ made as follows: 
String angle-wornis endwise on three or 
four feet of linen thread. Tie the ends to­ 
gether, then double it in the m iddle; 
double again, and so on until it is only six 
or seven inches long ; then tie your fishing 
line tightly around the m iddle of the 
bunch. Tbe catfish and eels will hook 
their teeth on and not let go until their tails 
touch the boat, when they free themselves 
.instantly.”

Additional Particulars — Statement of 
John T. de Asoedo. 
The Yolo Mail of yesterday m orning 
gave the following additional particulars 
relative to the recent hom icide in Yolo 
county, about opposite F reep o rt: Frank 
Lewis, or “French Louie,” the m urdered 
m an, had a wife and three children, and 
his house was near the river. 
H e was a 
fisherman and possessed a scow, which he 
usually moored at a landing, to which a 
roadway led from his house. 
On tbe night 
he was killed his wife sent him down to 
the scow to get some dishes. 
This was 
about 6 o’clock. 
W hile going down to the 
boat, following the road, the assassin, ly­ 
ing in am bush, deliberately fired a charge 
of shot into his head. 
The evidence is 
pretty clear that the m urderer had lain in 
wait for his victim for hours in a position 
that cut off Lewis' path from his house to 
his boat. 
W hen the Coroner arrived W ed­ 
nesday m orning he found a five-chambered 
revolver lying near the dead m an, with 
four chambers empty. 
There is room to 
entertain tbe suspicion that the pistol may 
have been put where it was found as a ruse. 
A Mail reporter had an interview T hurs­ 
day evening with John T. de Ascedo, who 
adm its that he killed Lewi?, and is now in 
W oodland jail, and received from him the 
following statement. 
“ I have lived near Freeport for sixteen 
or seventeen years ; first knew Frank Lewis 
about the same time. 
My wife died about 
four years ago. 
I have two sons—one is 21 
years* qld—and a daughter 6 years old. 
I 
own a 20-acre farm on the river, and am 
engaged in gardening. Frank Lewis lived 
near me. H e owned an acre and a half, 
and was a fisherman. About seveu years 
ago I had trouble w ith him about my 
chickens, which strayed onto his place. 
H e would kill m y chickens and throw 
them into the road. W e talked to each 
other pretty rough at the time, since which 
I have never spoken to him , nor he to me. 
Two weeks ago he killed my dog. If my 
dog had bit him or bothered him , it would 
have been different. H e had no cause to 
kill m y dog. I never said anything to him 
about his killing the dog. Some of my 
friends told me they heard m y dog cry 
when Frank, shot it, and I tracked the dog 
by the blood along the fence, and found it 
dead in the brush. Home friends told me 
that th a t 
thing (meaning Lewis) said 
he would kill me anyw here he m et me, 
just as he killed m y dog. I have good 
proof of that. Tuesday evening I went 
down to the river with m y shotgun to 
shoot some night owls which were catching 
my chickens. D idn’t see any owls, and 
started to go home. Just as I was coming 
out of the brush from the river Frank 
came u p ; he was about tw enty steps 
away. As soon as he saw m e he shot 
at m e with a pistol. 
I then shot at him 
with my shotgun. Frank kept coming 
toward me, shooting all the time ; he shot 
at me three tim es; he tried to kill me like 
. 
I kept backing away, and when he 
shot four times I shot at him again, and he 
tell. 
His pistol fell at his feet, and they 
found it there—four em pty chambers in it 
and one more loaded. He was a bad m an— 
tbe worst on the liver—quarreled all tbe 
tim e w ith his neighbors; never saw such a 
bad m an like that. 
I knew if I didn’t kill 
him he would kill me. Am 46 years old ; 
never had any trouble like this before. 
W ouldn't you do the same as I did ? 
Mv 
gun was a muzzle-loader, loaded with 
small shot. W as all alone on the river at 
the tim e of the shooting, which occurred 
between 6 and 7 o’clock. 
After the shoot­ 
ing, went home and went to bed. Some 
neighbors came to m y house and asked 
what was the m atter, and I told them , ‘Oh, 
nothing; a m an shot at m e and I shot 
him .’ 
W ednesday noon I went to Joe 
Miller’s, and he brought me to W oodland. 
Lewis had three children; the oldest is 
about 10 years. H e was a younger man 
than I. The shooting occnred near my 
lower line on the road leading down the 
river. Don’t know where Frank was going 
when I m et him ; he had a scow on the 
river; he n rg h t have been going down 
to it.” 
During the course of his narration As­ 
cedo would m anifest the bitterness of his 
feelings toward the dead m an. Once he 
said, “ T hat ----- thingjim eaning I»ewis), 
every night he would go out on the road 
and try to kill m y dog or cat with th a t------ 
pistol, like a fool. Every night he 
was out on the road trying to shoot some­ 
thing. I would rather have lost fifty dol­ 
lars than tbat dog: it was a fine bunting 
and watch dog. He had been trying to kill 
my dog for a long time. After he killed 
my dog he said he would kill me too. This 
is the iirst time I was ever in a place like 
this, and it makes me feel sick. 
H e had a 
hot tem per and would have killed me. 
It 
is a bad thing to kill a m an. If I was dead 
I w ouldn’t have this trouble ; it would be 
better for me. If I hadn't killed him right 
there he would have killed me so n e time, 
perhaps the same day. 
I could whip him 
with my hands, but if I bad done so it 
would not have ended; he could have 
burnt m y house, shot my horse—anything. 
U nderstand—too bad for m e—by and by 
I will get a rope around my neck."

The Board called the District Attorney, 
to consult with him upon the m atter, aDd 
gave him further ti ne to acquaint him self 
with the facts.

Weather at Nicolaus for 1R8G. 
The following table gives the lowest and 
highest daily mean tem perature for each 
m onth, w ith m onthly precipitation, num ­ 
ber of clear days, num ber of rainy days 
and days in which frost was observed, and 
averages for the year, at Nicolaus, Sutler 
county, Cal. As will be observed from the 
table,"the clim ate of Nicolaus is m ild and 
equable, tbe mean daily tem perature for 
the year being as high as 62.02°, while the 
range above the yearly average is 17.77°, 
and below, but 14 20°. This record for the 
past year will compare fuvorably with the 
tem perature of places lying as much as live 
degrees south of this parallel, and it is un­ 
fortunate that no record of tem perature 
has been kept here for the past years from 
which a more extended report could be 
compiled. 
The rainfall for the past year was 15.31 
incites, being 2 59 inches below the norm al 
for nine years. There were but 53 raiuy 
days in the year, while 264 clear days were 
recorded. The rest were cloudy to fair. 
Nicolaus is situated on the right bank of 
the Feather river, eleven miles above the 
junction with the Sacramento and two 
miles below the m outh of the Bear river. 
It lies under the santo parallel as Lisbon, in 
Portugal, and is but half a degree north of 
tbe latitude of Palermo, in Sicily, and its 
capabilities for growing fruit’ are equal to 
the sunny lands of the famous Italian Pe­ 
ninsula. and have a greater range in va­ 
riety .

WOMEN OF THE REVOLUTION. 


BY JAM ES J . AYERS. 


“ Upon exam ining the biography of il­ 
lustrious men, you will generally find some 
female about them , in the relation of 
mother, or wife, or sister, to whose instiga­ 
tion a great part of their m erit is to be 
ascribed. You will find a curious example 
of this in the case of Aspasia, the wife of 
Pericles. She was a woman of the greatest 
beauty and the first genius. She taught 
liim .it is said, his refined m axim s of policy, 
his lofty, im perial eloquence; nay, even 
composed the speeches on which so great a 
sitare of his reputation was founded.” 
Thus wrote the elder Adams from P hila­ 
delphia to his wife—his Aspasia—in 1777. 
In the very suggestive extract we may find 
the key to the successful resistance of the 
thirteen colonies to the usurpations and op­ 
pressions of the British crown. The A m er­ 
ican revolution was precipitated at a time 
when a galaxy of exceptionally noble and 
heroic women presided over the homes of 
our infant nation. Not only were m any of 
the leading spirits of our contest for free­ 
dom blessed with wives who were equal to 
the highest sacrifices and the most patriotic 
endeavors, but in the common ranks of life 
a spirit of lofty emulation actuated the 
great mass of American women in sustain­ 
ing their husbands by word and deed and 
endurance in their m ight)' conflict w ith a 
Doweriul and relentless foe. 
If Am er­ 
ica at that time could boast of her 
M artha W ashingtons, Abigail Adamses and 
Mercy W arrens, she 
could also point 
with pride to her Charity Rotches, her 
I.ixzie McCallas and her Marv Goulds. 
Wives sent 
their husbands forth and 
mothers their sons. 
In the absence of the 
men the women tilled the ground and per­ 
formed all the work of the farm. They 
were equal to every emergency, and by 
their heroic conduct and devotion to the 
cause of liberty they inspired the men witli 
a lofty valor, an unyielding endurance and 
a contempt for the most trying trials. 
In 
their long and arduous marches, with 
bleeding feet and craving stomachs, they 
were sustained by the knowledge that 
their wives and m others and sisters were 
not only praying for them and the cause, 
but subm itting to every physical and m en­ 
tal sacrifice in their power to second the 
endeavors of the men. A sublime spirit 
of patriotism became the elevating senti­ 
m ent that filled every heart, and the women 
of the revolution infused into it a morale 
which rendered their husbands invincible 
in the field. 
Never before was that word 
of the voice in the Garden o f Eden, which 
said lo our common parent, “ I have given 
her as a he!p-meet‘” ¡more splendidly 
realized than by tiie wives of the revolu­ 
tionary patriots. Mrs. Sigourney has pre­ 
served to us one of the most touching 
anecdotes of that period. 
“ In a thinly-settled part of Virginia the 
quiet of the Sabbath eve was once broken 
by the loud, hurried roll of the drum. 
Volunteers were invoked to go forth and 
prevent the British troops—under the piti­ 
less Tarletou—from 
forcing 
their way 
through an im portant m ountain pass. Jn 
an old fort resided a family, all of whose 
elder sons were absent with our am ir, 
which at the North opposed the foe. The 
father lay enfeebled and sick. Around 
his bedside the m other called their three 
sons, of the ages of 13, 15 and 17 years. 
' Go forth, my children, each and all of 
you. 
I spare not even my youngest, my 
fair-haired bey—the light of my declining 
years. 
Fear 
not, E rnest; a m other’s 
prayers will surround you in the tim e of 
struggle, and if you fall, my lamentations 
will mingle with thanksgiving that I had 
one, even dearer than all the rest, to devote 
to my country.’ " 
W ith such mothers the cause of freedom 
was safe. They evinced a spirit which 
superior power m ight for a tim e oppress, 
but could never perm anently subdue. But 
tbere is not time, in a paper like this, to 
even glance at the great m atter of notable 
instances of heroic devotion of the women 
of the revolution. 
We can only sum up 
their exalted character in a general allusion 
to the patriotic virtues which distinguished 
these noble m atrons to so remarkable a de­ 
gree. 
W hile they were all untiring in 
their devotion to home duties so greatly 
augmented by the absence of the men in 
the service of their country, there was no 
lack of instances in which" the women of 
the period exhibited a high order of martial 
courage. 
We all remember the gallant 
services of Captain Molly Pitcher, who 
followed her husband to the field; and 
when, at the battle of M onmouth, he fell, 
his devoted wife took his place, and served 
so well her dead husband’s gun that Gen­ 
eral W ashington’s attention was directed 
to the circumstance, and ordered a com­ 
mission to issue to her as Lieutenant. 
This is only one of hundreds of instances 
where the wives of the 
revolutionary 
heroes took m en's parts in the great rolé, 
and fought with a gallantry that com­ 
pelled the adm iration of even the hardiest 
veterans. 
” With nerve to wield the battle brand. 
And join the border tray, 
They shrank not from the foeman, 
Tney quailed not in the fight, 
Hut cheered their hu-bands through the day, 
And soothed them through the night.” 
“ Proud were they by the mea to stand. 
In hammock, tort or glen, 
To load the sure o.d rifle— 
To nin the leaden ball— 
To watch a battling hu-band's place, 
And fill it should he fall.” 
It is no disparagement to the women of 
other tim es to exalt those of the American 
revolution above their common sisters of 
every age. 
In every great crisis in the 
world’s history, w hat we euphonistically 
term the weaker sex, has displayed a 
strength and courage in wonderful con­ 
trast with Their norm al delicacy of charac­ 
ter and constitution. In ail the trials and 
vicissitudes of the Hebrews, the Israelitisli 
women were distinguished for their stead­ 
fastness of purpose and their exalted cour­ 
age. 
ltecuba m aintained her dignity and 
fortitude even when Priam fell before the 
“ whiff and wind of Pyrrhus’ sword.” 
Penelope, in her worse than widowhood, 
preserve.! her faith in Ulysses, and with in­ 
genious device held her conspiring sisters 
at bay til! the tardy return of her wander­ 
ing lord. The m atrons of Rome saved the 
connuoirwealth iroui the irresistible Voices 
when all other expedients had failed. The 
sanguinary scenes of feudil warfare in the 
Middle Ages, are softened by episodes in 
which women tempered the barbarity of 
ferocious chieftains by their courageous 
mediation or determined protests. Among 
the Christian m artyrs the names of illus­ 
trious women more' than oflset those of de­ 
voted men. The Reformation boasts of a 
line of females whose histories are lum i­ 
nous 
with acts 
of 
sublime devotion, 
persistence 
and 
lof:y 
courage. 
In ­ 
deed, 
the 
annals 
"of 
the 
world’s 
great events 
are 
replete 
with 
testi­ 
monials to the superior virtue and exalt­ 
ed possibilities of women ia the face ol 
crucial emergencies. 
Holoternes had his 
Judith and Marat his Corday. Some of 
the finest and most stirring stanzas of poets 


have been inspired by the intrepid acts of 
women. The Maid of Saragossa lives im ­ 
m ortal in the resonant lines of Byron— 
'Her lover sinks—she sheds no ill-timed tear; 
Her chief is slain—she fills his fatal post; 
Her fellows flee—she checks their base career; 
The foe retires—she heads the sallying host. 
Who can appease like her a lover’s ghost? 
Who can aveDge so well a lover’s fall ? 
W’hat maid retrieve when man's flush’d hope 
is lost? 
Who hang so fiercely on the flying Gaul, 
Foil’d by a woman's hand before a batter'd 
wall?” 
W hile we award the meed of praise to 
the women of all ages for a valor that 
sbjnes brighter because least expected from 
them , yet we claim that the women of the 
revolution exhibited a higher and more 
persistent courage—a more trying, even 
and exhaustive determ ination, and that 
they were 
"In soilness as In firmness far above 
Remoter females." 
The circumstances of our great revolt 
were different from those which character­ 
ized other cardinal events in the world’s 
history. And these circumstances tended 
to virilize, so to speak, the pnwers and pos­ 
sibilities of the women of the revolution. 
Inured to the hardships of frontier life, 
subject to constant invasions and attacks 
from savage foes, life was to them one long 
battle, anti they naturally became veterans 
to the hardships and dangers common to 
the life of a soldier. Therefore when the 
Colonies drew the sword, the women may 
be said to have thrown away the scabbard. 
They entered into the contest with en­ 
thusiasm and faced its perils with unflinch­ 
ing nerve. 
But there was deep down in 
their nature a grafted root of religious con­ 
viction which buoyed them up throughout 
the long dark years of the trying conflict. 
A firm reliance in God and a strong spir­ 
itual instinct sustained them in all their 
hard experiences. They never faltered, 
because they believed in the righteousness 
of an overruling providence who had their 
cause in his keeping. And thus it is one 
of the most touching lessons in the history 
of our great struggle that every mother, 
every wife, whose annais have come down 
to us. was deeply impressed with the stern 
conviction of a pure Christian teaching 
They sent forth their husbands, sons and 
brothers to 
face 
death 
ou the field 
with benedictions that came from true reli 
gious hearts, and all the personal literature 
of the revolution, from the beautiful and 
eloquent letters of Mrs. Abigail Adams 
down to the simple invocations of Lydia 
Darrah, arc redolent of the pure and frag­ 
rant arom a of Christian fuith. And who 
will say th it this sublime reliance of tbe 
women of the revolution—this beautiful 
and ever-present consciousness of a higher 
power ready to bear their burdens—this 
entire confidence in the sanctification of 
their cause by the Supreme Ruler—this 
unwavering faith in the God of Hosts and 
the God of Hatties—imparted by them to 
their husbands and sons, nerving their 
arm s in the hour of need and raising them 
from despondency in the hour of darkness 
and gloom, did not do more for freedom 
than all other causes combined ? W ith the 
exaltation of religions taith in the women 
of the revolution success was possible— 
w ithout it defeat was certain.

THE AXULIB’S PARADISE. 


An English T raveler’s Experience In the 
Sierra Nevada. 
ICorr. London Field.) 
So many Englishm en travel about the 
world now, that the following short ac 
count of a two m onths’ fishing tour to Cali 
fornia may be of some use. Several men 
have asked me about the best flies for those 
parts. They are as follows, the best being 
first: 
Blue dun, March brown, coch-y- 
bondu, willow-fly, governor, red spinner, 
alder—all on No. 4 hooks. 
In the autum n of 1S85 I left Buenos 
Ayres in search of some trout fishing in 
California. 
After a most enjoyable voyage 
of about tw'o m onths, by way of the Straits 
of Magellan and the Pacific, I arrived in 
San Francisco on the 25th of May. I re­ 
ceived very full inform ation respecting 
trout fishing from the pleasant host of the 
Occidental Hotel there. 
The most de­ 
lightful fishing station I went to was Web­ 
ber Lake, Sierra county. One gets there 
by way of Tiuckee, a railway station on 
the Central 
Pacific line, not far from 
the border of Nevada. 
From Truck ee a 
diligence takes one right up to W ebber 
Lake, in, I 
think, three hours. 
The 
climate in the spring in these parts is 
most delightful, being highly situated, close 
to the sum m it of the Sierras ; the atm os­ 
phere is very clear and dry, and it has a 
most rejuvenating effect. 
I have been in 
m any parts of the world, but I have no­ 
where come across a clim ate so utterly de­ 
lightful. There is a first-rate hotel at Web­ 
ber Lake, very moderate in charges. The 
lake is almost entirely surrounded 
by 
mountains, heavily timbered with pines. 
The sum m its of some of ilie m ountains 
still had snow on them . There is a large 
extent of bright green grass on the verge of 
the lake, which lias an exquisite effect. 
The lake is very full of tro u t; they had 
been planted there m any years ago, and 
are Silver Lake trout, with pink flesh, good 
eating, and very game. 1 caught none over 
li pounds, but most of the fiáh I got were 
slightly over or slightly under one pound. 
The best flies 1 found were blue dnn, March 
brown, and coch-y-bondu. The fish used 
to commence rising at daybreak and stop 
imm ediately tbe sun rose, and, unless there 
was wind or rain, did not rise much till the 
evening. 
I used to basket ten or twelve 
pounds before sunrise every morning. 
An amusing episode took place here. 
One day 1 took a long walk in the m oun­ 
tains and lost my way. Fortunately I met 
a boy, who w’alked some distance back with 
me, and put me on a path ; he was a very 
small cowboy, and owned to being 0 years 
old. One has read with great amusement 
Bret H arte's bear and snake stories, but I 
thought I should like to hear some original 
ones from this youth. So, to commence, I 
asked him if there were any bears or rattle­ 
snakes in those pans. 14 Bears or rattle­ 
snakes!” he answered in a tone impossible 
to describe, and with his countenance 
lightened up with intense satisfaction, bat 
withal remarkably solem n; and then he 
commenced, and told me the most exquisite 
stories I ever heard, ail of them having 
either happened to his father or big brother. 
The sm all boy never smiled once. 
Another fishing station I went to is on 
the Yuba river at the railway station of 
Cisco, two or three stations from Truckee. 
There used to be a large m ining town there, 
but all the inhabitants have left, and now 
only one house is inhabited, an hotel and 
store, kept by a very hospitable Scotchman. 
A great quantity of trout is found in the 
Yuba about here, which runs about a quar­ 
ter of a mile from the h o tel; ia one day I 
caught four different sort 
Far the best for 
eating is what is flicre called the Eastern 
trout, it having originally been brought 
from the Eastern States, it is the common 
brook trout of Canada and U. S. America. 
Here, also, I found the blue dun and coch- 
y-bondu the best flies, dressed rather large 
on No. 4 hooks. From here I went a half­ 
day’s journey to the North Fork of tbe 
Yuba, near Fordyce Dam, and I was grate­ 
ful for the hospitality of a miner, in whose 
log-house I had a comfortable night’s rest. 
The trout there are silver and pink fleshed, 
the same as at Webber lake, and often jum p 
right out of the water after the fly. 
1 have 
caught seventy good fish with little trouble 
in a few hours. The country here is very 
auriferous, but is not much worked. 
From Cisco I also went about five hours’ 
journey to the Norlh Fork of the Am eri­ 
can river. One passes on the road there 
some of the grandest scenery imaginable. 
The gorges are thousands of feet deep and 
very precipitous but nevertheless are heav­ 
ily timbered w ith pine and oak. We passed 
through a lovely grove of spruce. 
I should 
say that 1 took a guide with m e; I think 
he had formerly been a trapper—a very 
pleasant traveling companion, quite one o. 
Bret H arte’s characters. 
We lodged in a 
deserted m iner’s hut. There is only one 
golddigger about there now. He lives quite 
alone, and works steadily for alluvial gold 
in an old bed of the nver. H e honored 
me by dining with me one evening, and 
m any curious experiences he reco'jnted. 
Here the river was just crowded w ith trout, 
for it is very unoomeatable and very sel­ 
dom fished. They are all native Califor­ 
nian trout, and not so good eating as the 
other sorts I had caught. 
I caught here 100 
in a d a y ; they weighed close on to 50 
pounds. There were omy about ten over 1 
pound and under l i pounds. 
I caught 
them nearly all on the governor and cocü- 
y-bondu. 
I notice*! that most of the fish 
had remarkably large stomachs, and I 
found that it was caused by their eating the 
caddis worms with their cases of gravel— 
same as the English caddis worm. I Lad 
not known trout to do this before. 
Many 
other places i fished in California, brp have 
no space to pu t them all down. 
I have 
just noticed the best of them . I m ight say 
here that all fish that I caught were .eaten, 
and the recipients were very thankful for 
them —either m iner or hotei-keeper?. In 
thirty-six days’ fishing I caught 1.152 trout, 
an average o f thirty-two per day ; most 
days I only fished for a few hours. The 
m iners and native Californians that I came 
across have much good breeding and de- 
liglilfa! fresh originality about them , and 
they also strike one as having a peculiar 
sort of bonefty, very rare in the Old W orld.

Specimen Pages of the Second Read­ 
er-Cost of Publication and 
Details of the Wor!- 


T he completion of the Second Reader of 
the State series of school-books m arks the 
close of the first great epoch in the State 
publication m ovem ent. The State has now 
a speller and a complete series of school 
readers. 
W hen it is remembered that the 
work has been before the State Board only 
eighteen m onths, the zeal and energy of 
the retiring m em ber of th at body—Super­ 
intendent W elcker, who has had charge of 


the readers and spellers—cannot fail to be 
appreciated. As will be seen below, the 
prices meet the expectations of the most 
sanguine, while the educational qualities 
of the books have already won hosts of 
‘ Doubling -Thomases ” from among the 
leading teachers of the State. 
The following are the prices fixed for de­ 
livery at Sacram ento: First Reader, lit) 
pages, 15 cents; Second Reader, 2S8 pages, 
:¡0 cents; Third Reader, 512 pages, 40 cents; 
Speller, 200 pages, 20 cents—or, cl 05 for the 
entire scries of readers and spellers. 
The 
readers, though iu three volumes, contain 
as much reading m atter as has the average 
series of five books heretofore. 
The R kcobd-U nion has gleaned the fol­ 
lowing particulars in relation to the items 
of cost. 
The cost of compilation, or liter­ 
ary work, counted on a supply for eight 
years, is as follows : First Reader, per copy, 
1 cen t; Second Reader, per copy, 2 c en t; 
Third Reader, per copy, 1 cen t; Speller, 
per copy, s cent. 
T he royalty of 10 per cent, of the whole­ 
sale price, usually paid to authors, would 
be, if attached to volumes like these in the 
m arket—for 1 lie First Reader 2 cents, the 


Second Reader 6 cents, the Third Reader 10 
cents, and the Speller 2 cents. 
The differ­ 
ence between these royalties and the sum 
tor which the State Board has procured the 
work to be done will am ount alone in the 
first term of tour years to more than $20,­ 
000. 
As the num ber of pupils in the State 
increases a correspondingly greater saving 
will be made. 
The Board has m ade thus far an excel­ 
lent record in the economy and efficiency 
with which their part of the work has 
■been done, and the State has been fortu­ 
nate in the selection of the men to whom 
it ha3 fallen to inaugurate this enterprise. 
The manuscript of an Arithm etic has 
been completed by Professor Ira More, of 
the State Board, mid copies for the author's 
revision before electrotyping will be issued 
early next week. 
From portions already 
in print, it is safe to predict that the book 
wilt have no superior for its purpose. 
About fifty pages o f the Grammar, pre­ 
pared by Professor C. H. Allen, of the State 
Board, have also been put in type for crit­ 
icism and revision. 
Colonel Ayc-rs, Superintendent of State 
Printing, has shown equal ability and 


faithfulness in his departm ent. 
The selec­ 
tion made by both the Board and the State 
Printer, of men to perform the work, has 
been happy. 
Of Mr. Raymond, editor-in-chief of the 
series, Superintendent Welcker, in his bi­ 
ennial report to the Governor, thus writes : 
' The Board, as soon as funds were in 
hand, proceeded to select a m anaging ed­ 
itor of the entire series. They elected to 
that im portant post W. II. V. Raymond, 
who in every way has proven to be ‘ the 
right man in the right place.’ ” 
From the same report we find further 
that “ the designs for illustrating the read- 
.ers have been made exclusively by Cali­ 
fornian artists, prom inent among whom are 
Mis- Randall. Mrs. Weeks, Carl Dahlgren 
and Thomas H ill. The adm irable engrav­ 
ings executed from these pictures have been 
made by M atthew McKeon, now of San 
Francisco, and who has done much line 
work for the leading periodicals of the 
country, such as Scribner's, Harper's and 
The Century." 
The employment of Mr. McKeon has not 
only given excellent artistic results for the 
series, hut lias made the cost, as we learn 


from those who have had experience in the 
em ploym ent of euch labor, less than half 
the am ount that would have been paid to 
engravers had the work been given out by 
the piece. Nor should the compositors 
upon works of this kind be forgotten. 
Such books cali for the highest skill at the 
“ case,'’ and the call has been well answered 
in Mr. W illiam Cuthbert, member from 
San Francisco of a former State Legislature, 
.MV. L. B. Littlefield, and others. 
In their 
hands the pages have been most attract­ 
ively set, comparing favorably with sim ilar 
work done by life-long 
publishers 
of 
school-books. 
Of 
Mr. 
Matthew Carr, 
foreman, it may be said th at bis su­ 
pervision of details has been most careful 
and efficient. The plates from which are 
printed the pages herewith presented are 
perfect specimens o f : he electrotyper's work. 
It only remains to add that the Integ­ 
rity and special qualifications of the new 
members of the State Board (Governor 
Bartlett and Superintendent Ira G. Iloitt) 
are an am ple and most satisfactory guaran­ 
tee for the successful contiuuance of the 
work, in which the people of the entire 
State have a deep interest.

P R E F A C E . 


Words at the head of the Lesson.—The pronunciation 
ol those words should be carefully taught. 
When assign­ 
ing a lesson for the next reading exercise the pupils should 
be called upon to pronounce them. 
This should be done 
both in concert and separately, and the teacher should 
permit 110 mispronounced word to pass unoorrected. 
The 
pupils should then be directed to copy these words before 
the next reading, properly dividing them, accenting the 
syllables, and marking the sounds of the letters. 
At the 
recitation, they should be required to write the words in 
the same way hut without reference to the book. 


“ Study your Lesson.”—The work which a pupil is ex­ 
pected to do in the preparation óf his lesson should be 
made very clear to him. 
It is not enough to say*1* Study 
your lesson.” This is precisely what he does not know how 
to do in any proper sense, and is, more than any other 
thing, what he is to he taught to do. 
The preceding para­ 
graph is designed to suggest how he may be taught to 
study pronunciation. 
The teacher should see that the 
things which constitute study in all other parts of his read­ 
ing work be set forth explicitly, if this work is to 1 0 done 
intelligently.

ADYENHJRE IN A TURKISH HAHEM. 


A short time before leaving Constanti­ 
nople I enjoyed a piece of good fortune 
which I believe has fallen to the lot of few 
men. Often, as I passed by the garden 
walls of some rich I’aslia, I felt, as every 
one who visits Constantinople feeis, no 
sm all desire to penetrate into that mys­ 
terious region—his h arem —and see some­ 
thing more than the mere exterior of T urk­ 
ish life. 
“ Toe traveler landing at Starn- 
boul complains," X used to say to myself, 
“ of the contrast between its external as­ 
pect and the interior of the city; but the 
real interior, (hat is, the inside of the 
houses, the guarded retreats of those vailed 
forms which one passes in gilded caiques— 
of these he sees nothing.” 
Fortune fa­ 
vored my aspirations. 
I happened to m ake 
acquaintance with a ’young Frenchman, 
lively, spirited and confident, who had so­ 
journed at Constantinople for a consider­ 
able time, and who bore there the char­ 
acter of prophet, magician, and I know 
not w hat beside. 
The fact is, that he 
was a very clever fellow, living on his wits, 
ever ready to turn his hand to any­ 
thing, and numbering, among his other ac­ 
complishments, a skill in conjuring feats 
extraordinary even in the East. 
He used 
to exhibit frequently before the Saltan, who 
always ser.t him away laden with presents, 
and who would, probably, had he professed 
the Mohammedan faith, have made him 
his Prim e Minister, or his Lord H igh A d­ 
miral. 
There was nothing which this conjuror 
could not do. 
H e told me that on ODe oc­ 
casion, dining in a num erous company, he 
had contrived to pick the pocket of every 
one present, depriving one of his watch, 
another of his purse, and a third of his 
[Kjcket handkerchief. As soon as the guests 
discovered their losses, to which he m an­ 
aged to direct their attention, a scene of 
violent exci'em ent ensued, every one ac­ 
cusing his neighbor of th e ft; and at last it 
was agreed that the police should be sent 
for to search the pockets of all present. 
The 
police 
arrived, and 
the 
search 
was duly made, but without any effect.

think,” 
said 
the 
young 
magi­ 
cian, 
“ it 
would 
be 
hut 
fair 
that 
the police should themselves undergo the 
same scrutiny to which we have all sub­ 
mitted.” The suggestion was imm ediately 
acted o n ; and to the amazement of all 
present, and especially of the supposed cul­ 
prits. in the pockets of the police all the 
missing articles were found. 
The life of this m an had been strange 
and eventful. H aving quarreled with his 
family in early youth, he assumed an in­ 
cognito and enlisted as a private soldier, I 
forget in w hat service. On one occasion, in 
his first campaign, he was left for dead on 
the field of battle. In the evening some 
peasants visited the field for the sake of 
plunder. 
H e was badly wounded, but had 
his wits sufficiently about him to know 
that, it he wished not to have his throat 
cut, he had better lie still and feign to be 
dead. 
In bis turn ho was visited by the 
m arauders; but. as fame goes, it turned 
out that while they were hunting after the 
few pence lie possessed he contrived to 
lighten their pockets of their accumulated 
spoil. H e had grown tired of war, and 
had settled in Constantinople, where he 
embarked in ail m anner of speculations, 
being bent, among other things upon es­ 
tablishing a theater at 1‘era. 
In ail re­ 
verses ho came down, like a cat, on his 
feet; he was sanguine and good-humored, 
always disposed tosbuiile the cards till the 
right one tam e u p ; and, trusting a good 
deal to Fortune, while he improved what 
she gave, he was of course rich in her good 
graces. 
One day, this youth called on nte, and 
mentioned that a chance had befallen him 
which he should be glad to turn to account 
—particularly if sure of not m aking too 
intim ate an acquaintance with the Bos­ 
phorus in the attem pt. A certain wealthy 
Turk had applied to him for assistance 
under very trying domestic circumstances. 
H is favorite wife had lost a precious ring, 
which had doubtless been stolen either by 
one of his other wives, tinder the influence 
of jealousy, or by a female siave. W ould 
the magician pay a visit to his house, re­ 
cover the ring and expose the delinquent? 
“ Now,” said iie, “ if I once get w i t h i n the 
wail,

some pretense. 
If I find the ring, ail is 
well : but if not, this T urk w i ll discover 
that I have been m aking a fool of him. 
However, as he is a favorite at court, and 
cannot but know in what flattering estima­ 
tion I am held there, be will probably treat 
me with the distinction I deserve. In fine, 
I wiil try it. 
Will you come, too? 
You 
can help me in my incantations, which 
will serve as an excnue.” This proposal 
was too tem pting to be rejected, and at the 
hour agreed on we set off in such state as 
we could comm and (in the East, state is es­ 
sential to respect), jogging over the rough 
stieet in one of those hearse-like carriages 
without springs, which hrings one’s bones 
upon term s of far too intim ate a m utual 
acquaintance. 
We leached at last a gate, which prom ­ 
ised little ; but ere long we found ourselves 
in one of those “ high-walled gardens, 
green and old,” which arc among the glo­ 
ries of the East. 
Passing between rows of 
orange and lemon trees, we reached the 
house, 
where we 
were 
received 
by 
a goodly retinue of slaves, and con­ 
ducted, 
accompanied 
by 
our 
drago­ 
man, through a long suite of apartments. 
In the last of them stood a tall, handsome, 
and rather youthful man. who welcomed 
us with a grave courtesy. We took onr 
seats, and were presented in due form with 
long pipes, and with coffee, to me far more 
acceptable. After a sufficient interval of 
tim e had passed for the most meditative 
and abstracted of men to remember his 
E 
arpase, our host, reminded of what he 
ad apparently forgotten by m y compan­ 
ion's conjuring robes, an electrical machine, 
and other instrum ents of incantation, 
which the slaves carried from our carriage, 
civilly inquired when we intended to com­ 
mence operations. 
“ W hat operations?” 
demanded my companion, with m uch ap­ 
parent unconcern. “ The discovery of the 
ring.” 
“ W henever ills highness m ight 
please, and it suited the female part of his 
household to m ake their appearance,” was 
the answer. 
At tliia startling proposition even the 
Oriental sedateness of our majestic host gave 
way, and he allowed his astonishm ent and 
displeasttre to become visible. “ W ho ever 
heard,” he demanded, “ of the wives of a 
true believer being shown toa stranger, and 
that stranger an infidel and a F ran k ?” As 
much astonished in onr turn, we de­ 
manded, “ W hen a magician had ever been 
heard of who conld discover a stolen 
treasure without being confronted either 
with the person who had lost or the person 
who had appropriated it? ” 
For at least 
two hour3, though relieved by intervals of 
silence, the battle was carried on, with much 
occasional vehemence on his part, and on 
ours with an assumption of perfect indif­ 
ference. Our host, at last, perceiving that 
our obslinacv was equal to the decrees of 
fate, retired, as we were informed, to con­ 
sult his m other on the subject. In a few 
m inutes he returned and assured us that 
our proposition was 
ridiculous; 
npon 
which we arose w iih much dignified dis- 
pieasnre, and moved towards the door, 
stating that our beards had been made little 
of. A grave-looking man who belonged to 
the household of our host, and occupied, ap­ 
parently, a sort of semi ecclesiastical posi­ 
tion, now interposed, andpfter some consul­ 
tation it was agreed that as we were not 
mere men, but prophets, and infidc-l saints, 


an exception m ight be made in our favor 
without violation of the M ussulman law; 
not, indeed, to the extent of nllowing us to 
profane the inner sanctum of the harem 
wiih our presence, but so far as to adm it 
us into an apartm ent adjoining it, where 
the women would be sum m oned to attend 
us. 
Accordingly, we passed through a long 
suite of rooms, and at lust found ourselves 
in a chamber lofty anil large, fanned by a 
breeze from the Bosphorus, over which its 
lattices were suspended, skirted by a low 
divan, covered with carpets and cushions, 
anil '* invested with purpureal gleams ” 
by the splendid hangings through which 
the light feebly strove. 
Among a con­ 
fused heap of crimson pillows and orange 
drapery, at the remote end of the aoart- 
inent, sat, or rather reelined, the m other of 
our reluctant host. 
I could observe only 
that she was aged, and lav there as still as 
if she had be'onged to the vegetable, not 
the hum an, world. 
I'su-jlly she was half 
veiled by the sm oke of her long $>ipe; 
but when its wreaths chanced to float aside 
or grow dim, her dark eyes were fixed upon 
us with an expression half inditierent and 
half averse. 
Presently a m urm ur of light feet was 
heard in an adjoining cham ber: 011 it 
moved along the iioor of the gallery, and 
in trooped the company of wives and fe­ 
male slaves. They laughed softly and m u­ 
sically as they entered, but seemed fright­ 
ened also; and at once raising their shawls 
and drawing down their veils, they glided 
sim ultaneously into a semicircle, ami stood 
there with hands folded on tueir breasts. I 
sat opposite to them , drinking coffee and 
smoking, or pretending to smoke, a pipe 
eight feet lo n g ; at one side stood the Mul­ 
lah and some male members of the house­ 
hold ; at the other stood the handsome hus­ 
band, apparently but little contented with 
the course m atters had taken : and my 
friend, the magician, moved about among 
the implements of his art, clad in a black 
gown, spangled with flame-colored devices, 
strange enough to strike a bold heart with 
awe. Beyond the semicircle stood two 
children, a boy and a girl, holding in their 
hanili twisted roils of barley sugar about a 
yard long each, which they sucked assidu­ 
ously the whole tim a of our visit. There 
they stood, m ute and still as statues, with 
dark eyes fixed, now on us, and now on 
the extrem ity of their sugar wands. 
My companion commenced operations 
by displaying a 
num ber of conjuring 
tricks, intended to impress all present with 
the lofiiest opinion of his powers, and 
stopped every now and then to m ake his 
dragoman explain that it would prove in 
vain to endeavor to deceive a being en­ 
dowed with such gifts. To these expisi- 
tions the women apparently paid but little 
attention ; but the conjuring feats delighted 
them , and again and again they laughed, 
until, literally, the head of each dropped 
on her neighbor’s shoulder. After a time 
the husband, who, alone, had never ap­ 
peared the least entertained, inferposed, 
and asked the conjurer whether he had yet 
discovered 
the 
guilty 
party. 
W ith 
the 
utmost 
coolness, 
my 
friend re­ 
plied. 
“ Certainly 
n o t; ' how 
could 
he, 
when 
his 
highness' 
wives con­ 
tinued veiled ?” This new demand created 
new confusion and a long debate; I thought, 
however, that the women seemed rather to 
advocute our cause. The husband, the Mol- 
lab, and the m other again consulted; and 
in another moment the veils had dropped, 
and the beauty of m any an Eastern nation 
stood before us revealed. 
Four of these unveiled Orientals were, as 
we were informed, wives, and six were 
slaves. The former were beautiful indeed, 
though beautiful in different degrees and 
in various styles of beauty ; 
of the latter, 
two only. They were, all of them, tail, 
slender and dark eyed, “ shadowing high 
beauty in their airy brows,” and uniting a 
mystical with a luxurious expression, like 
that of Sibyls, who had been feasting with 
Cleopatra. 
There was som ething to me 
straqge as well as lovely in theii aspect—as 
strange as their condition, which seems a 
half-way state between marriage and widow­ 
hood. 
They see no man except their 
husband; and a visit from him (ex­ 
cept 
in 
the 
case 
of 
the 
favorite) 
is a rare and 
marvelous 
occurrence, 
like 
an 
eclipse 
of 
the 
sun. Their 
bearing toward each other was that of sis­ 
ters. In their movements 1 marked an ex­ 
traordinary sym pathy, which was the more 
striking on account of their rapid transi­ 
tions from the extrem e of alarm to child­ 
like wonder, and again to boundless m irth. 
The favorite wife was a Circassian, and a 
fairer vision it would not be easy to see. In ­ 
tellectual in expression she could hardly be 
called, yet she was full of dignity, as well 
as of pliant grace and sweetness. H er large, 
black eyes, beaming with a sott and steal­ 
thy radiance, seemed as if they would have 
yielded light in the darkness; and the 
heavy waves of her hair, which, in the ex­ 
citement of the tum ultuous scene, she care­ 
lessly Hung over her shoulders, gleamed 
like a m irror.

veils. Those fair women floated around 
us, and tossed their hands in the air. wholly 
forgetting th at their husband was by. Still, 
however, we had made but little progress in 
our in q u iry ; and when the magician in­ 
formen them that they bad better not try 
to conceal anything from him, their only 
answer was 
a look that 
said, " You 
came here to give us pleasure, not to 
cross-question 
us.”

H appy 
is the man whose household is trustwoi thy, 
and who, when his faitli is tried, finds a 
faithful counselor. I forbid you, henceforth 
and forever, to distrust anv m e of your 
wives.” 
It would be impossible to describe the 
countenance of our M ussulman 
friend 
during this harangue. There he stood, 
like a tree half in sunshine and half in 
shade; gratification struggling with dis­ 
pleasure in liis countenance, and wonder 
eclipsing both. 
It was not by any means 
our policy to wait until he had adjusted 
the 
balance, and 
made up his m ind 
as to the exact digree 
of 
gratitude 
he owed his guests. 
On, accordingly, we 
passed to the door. In a m oment the in ­ 
stinct of courtesy prevailed, and our host 
made a sign to one of his retinue. 
H is 
slaves preceded us with torches (it had 
grown late); and accompanied by half the 
household, as a guard of honor, we again 
traversed the large and straggling bouse, 
passed through the garden and entered the 
carriage which waited for us beyond the 
wall. Our evening passed rapidly away as 
we discussed onr adventure; and I have 
more than once thought, wiili pleasure, 
how amusing an incident the visit of the 
strangers m ust have been to the secluded 
beauties. 
No doubt the baths of Constanti­ 
nople have rung with many a merry laugh 
occasioned by this invasion of the Franks. 
Never, perhaps, have the inm ates ot a 
harem seen so much of the infidel before, 
and conversed with him so familiarly, iu 
the presence o( their husband.— I'rum the 
new California Magazine, " The Aurora liorc- 
alis," San Francisco.
